State or THE Lanour Market 1n May. 


The following memorandum has been prepared by the Labour 
Department of the Board of Trade for the “ Board of Trade 
Journal,” and also (with additions) for the “ Labour Gazette.” 
It is based on 2,574 returns, viz.: 1,792 from employers, 593 
from trade unions, and 189 from other sources :— 

The state of employment in the principal industries has 
remained good during May. The slight rise in the percentage 
reported as unemployed at the close of the month is attributed 
to the interruption caused by the Whitsuntide holidays. 

In the 123 trade unions making returns with an aggregate 
membership of 498,836, 12,291 (or 2.5 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of May, compared with 2.2 per cent. 
a month before, and 2.7 per cent. in the 116 unions, with a 
membership of 467,982, from which returns were received for 
May, 1898. 

Employment in Various Industries—Coal Mining.—Employ- 
ment in this industry was exceptionally good in May, and 
better in nearly every district than a year ago. At collieries, at 
which 397,682 workpeople were employed, the average time 
worked during the four weeks ended 20th May was 5.61 days 
per week, as compared with 5.58 days a year ago. The above 
statements do not include pits in South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire, where a dispute was in progress in May, 1898. 

Iron-mining.—Kmployment was on the whole better in May 
than a year ago. At mines employing 17,312 workpeople the 
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average number of days worked per week during the four weeks 
ended 20th May was 5.83, as compared with 5.76 days in the 
corresponding period of 1898. 

Pig-Iron Industry—Employment continues good, and con- 
siderably better than a year ago when it was affected to some 
extent by the dispute in the South Wales coal trade. Returns 
relating to the works of 113 ironmasters show that they had 
376 furnaces in blast at the end of May, or one more than at 
the end of April and 30 more than a year ago. The estimated 
number of workpeople employed was 24,771, or 141 more than 
at the end of April and 2,164 more than in May, 1898. 

Iron and Steel Manufacture—Employment has remained 
good during May, and continues considerably better than a year 
ago. At the 220 works from which returns have been received 
81,081 workpeople were employed in the week ended 20th May, 
81,605 in the last week of April, and 76,511 a year ago, the 
average number of shifts worked in these three weeks being 
5.60, 5.60, and 5.57 respectively. ‘ 

Tinplate Trade—Employment in this industry has further 
improved, and is considerably better than a year ago. The 
number of mills working at the end of May was 380, employing 
an estimated number of 19,050 workpeople, compared with 349 
mills at work, employing 17,468 workpeople, at the end of 
April, and 325 mills, with 16,896 workpeople at the end of 
May, 1898. 

Employment in the Engineering and Metal trades has 
remained steady. The percentage of unemployed union mem- 
bers in this group of trades at the end of May was 2.4, compared 
with 2.2 in April. The percentage for May, 1898, was, 3.1. 

In the Shipbuilding trades employment has continued brisk, 
the percentage of unemployed union members at the end of 
May being 2.4, compared with 2.1 in April, and 3.7 per cent. in 
May, 1898. 

Employment in the Building trades has continued good. The 
percentage of unemployed union members among carpenters 
and plumbers at the end of May was the same as in April, viz., 
1.3. The percentage for May, 1898, was 1.2. 

In the Furnishing trades employment has continued brisk. 
The percentage of unemployed union members at the end of May 
was 0.9 compared with 0.8 in April, and with 1.0 per cent. in 
May of last year. 

Employment in the Printing and Bookbinding trades has 
been scarcely so good. The percentage of unemployed union 
members at the end of May was 3.9, compared with 3.0 in 
April and 3.6 per cent. in May, 1898. 

Employment in the Paper trade has slightly improved. The 
percentage of unemployed union members at the end of May 
was 2.1, compared with 2.4 in April, and 3.2 per cent. in May, 
1898. 
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In the Glass trades the percentage of unemployed at the end 
of May was 10.3, compared with 10.6 in May of last year. 

Employment in the Leather trades has been scarcely so good. 
The percentage of unemployed union members at the end of 
May was 3.1, compared with 2.6 in April, and 3.7 per cent. in 
May, 1898. 

Employment in the Boot and Shoe trade remains good 
generally, but has declined somewhat in Leicester and Bristol. 

Employment in the bespoke and ready-made branches of the 
Tailoring trade continues good. 

Employment is very good in the Spinning branch of the 
Cotton trade, and continues good in the Weaving branch. In- 
formation respecting Cotton factories, employing about 80,000 
women and girls, shows that 97 per cent. of those in Spinning 
mills and 87 per cent. of those in Weaving factories were work- 
ing in factories giving full employment throughout the month, 
compared with 95 and 88 per cent. respectively in April, and 
with 86 and 72 per cent. a year ago. 

Employment in both the Woollen and Worsted trades and in 
the Hosiery trade continues good, with a further improvement. 


Trade Disputes—Ninety-four fresh disputes occurred in May, 
1899, involving 23,577 workpeople. The corresponding number 
of disputes in April was 63, involving 13,741 workpeople, and 
in May, 1898, 56, involving 9,718 workpeople. Of the 94 fresh 
disputes in May, 1899, 48 occurred in the building trades, 9 in 
mining and quarrying, 10 in the metal, engineering and ship- 
building trades, 8 in the textile trades, 3 in clothing trades, 4 
in transport trades, 4 in the wood-working trades, 5 in brick, 
glass, pottery, chemical, &c., trades, and 3 in other industries. 
Of the 83 new and old disputes, involving 23,573 workpeople, 
of which the termination is reported, 26, involving 7,129 persons 
were decided in favour of the workpeople; 27, involving 9,274 
persons, in favour of the employers; 28, involving 6.984 
persons, resulted in a compromise; while in the case of the 
remaining two disputes, involving 186 persons, the points in- 
volved are still under consideration. 


- Changes in Rates of Wages.—Changes in the rates of wages 
of about 209,600 workpeople were reported during May, all of 
whom received advances, the average amount of the advance 
being 43d. per head. The increases were mainly in the minin 
industry (129,940), textile trades (62,469), and building trade 
(7,288). Changes affecting about 3,300 workpeople were pre- 
ceded by disputes causing stoppage of work. Changes affecting 
about 129,700 workpeople were arranged under sliding scales, 
and the remaining changes, affecting about 76,700 workpeople, 
were arranged by direct negotiation between employers. and 
workpeople, or were conceded voluntarily by the employers. 
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Orrictat INQUIRIES UNDER BorLeER Exprostions Act. 


A formal investigation was held at the Town Hall, Stroud, 
on the 2nd and 3rd May last, into the circumstances attending 
the explosion of a boiler at the Prospect House Farm, Slad, 
near Stroud, on the 24th March last, whereby three persons 
were killed. 

The boiler, one of the portable agricultural type, was purchased 
by the farmer second-hand in or about the year 1890. He used 
two engines and boilers at a saw mill, and when they required 
repairs he called in an engineer to effect them, instructing him 
to look round, and if any other repairs were required, to effect 
them. In 1895 the engineer was instructed to stop a leaky tube 
in the boiler at the farm. He went into the fire-box, and found 
a hole in its crown; the crown was deflected, and the sides 
channelled. He stopped the hole with a bolt and washers. He 
stated that he considered that the fire-box was worn out, but 
~ he informed the owner that it could be safely worked at a 
pressure of 20 or 25 lbs per square inch. 

In 1897 the engineer was again instructed to repair leaky 
tubes. He renewed several of them, but he never informed the 
owner that the boiler was unsafe to work. On the 24th March 
the boiler was being used to supply steam to an engine which 
drove a chafi-cutter, when it exploded, the engine driver and 
two other persons sustaining injuries from which they sub- 
sequently died. 

The right hand side of the fire-box ruptured, the boiler was 
projected some distance from its original position and turned 
over, and the fire-box plate in the vicinity of the rupture was 
found to have become reduced in places to the thickness of 

er. 

The Court found that the explosion was due to over-pressure 
of steam, the fire-box being completely worn out, and unfit for 
any steam pressure ; 

That the owner had never caused the boiler to be pericdically 
examined by any competent person after he purchased it in or 
about the year 1890, and he was found to blame for the ex- 
plosion. 

The Court found that the engineer did not possess the know- 
ledge and experience necessary to enable him to examine a 
boiler and to determine the pressure at which it could safely 
be worked. 

In 1895 he should have condemned the fire-box as unfit to be 
worked, but instead of doing so he informed the owner that 
it could be worked at a pressure of from 20 to 25 Ibs. In 
1897 he effected repairs, and made no remonstrance to the 
owner as to the danger of using the boiler; in fact, after those 
repairs the engineer’s workman got up steam to a pressure of 
25 lbs. per square inch. 
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The Court were willing to believe that the possibility of the 
explosion of the boiler was not present to the engineer’s mind 
—he thought that it would ultimately leak to such an extent 
that it would not hold water—but the possibility of an ex- 
plosion should have occurred to a competent person, and the 
gentleman in question held himself out as an “engineer.” The 
Court found that he was very much to blame. 

The owner was ordered to pay the sum of 10/., and the 
engineer was ordered to pay the sum of 25/. towards the costs 
and expenses of the investigation. 


EXEMPTION OF SHOT FOR SporTING PURPOSES FROM THLE 
REQUIREMENTS OF PRE-ENTRY. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Custom House a 
communication, dated 30th May last, stating that the Board of 
Customs have authorised the exemption of shot for sporting 
purposes from the requirements of pre-entry under the terms 
of the notice issued with their General Order, 13/1898. 


American Contract ror Rartway BripGce Burma. 


It was stated some time ago that there was an inquiry in 
the market for tenders of material for a great viaduct 
over the Gokteik gorge in Burma. Now the contract, it is 
announced, has been awarded to the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany. The bridge is for the Burma Railway Company, and it 
will be one of the largest in the world. The viaduct will be 
2,260 feet long and 320 feet high. It will practically connect 
two mountains at a point about eighty miles east of Mandalay. 
The river there cleaves the mountain and flows under a natural 
bridge, which will form the foundation for the steel structure 
of the viaduct. The river washes the base of a cliff 500 feet 
below the natural bridge. Steel towers will be erected at 
intervals of 125 feet, and 5,000 tons of steel will be necessary 
to complete the work. 

The “ Manufacturer” states that the contract price is under- 
stood to be about $700,000. Half the material will be shipped in 
August, and the, construction of the viaduct will be begun at 
the close of the rainy season in November. The Pennsylvania 
Company will send its own men to do the work.

Notice to Cyciists IN FRANCE. 


The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has received from 
the French Minister for Foreign Affairs, through H.M. Ambas- 
sador at Paris, the following notice :— 

“ All persons resident abroad and entering France with a 
cycle must provide themselves with a licence (permis de circu- 
lation), which will be delivered to them by the officers of 
Customs after payment of 60 centimes stamp duty. This 
permit is available during three consecutive months.” 

It is explained that the French Minister of Justice has 
adopted this regulation in order to prevent the difficulties which 
foreign cyclists are liable to encounter on entering France. 


LIGHTHOUSES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Abandonment of Lights on Baalbee Island. 


The Foreign Office have recently received a telegram from 
Singapore to the effect that the Spanish Government have 
abandoned the lighthouses at Baalbec (Philippine Islands). In 
consequence of the importance of these lights, H.M. Govern- 
ment have represented to the Government of the United States 
the urgent necessity for their maintenance. 


AWaARDs FoR GALLANTRY. 


The Board of Trade have awarded a binocular glass to Wm. 
B. Knight, master of the Dudgeon light vessel, in recognition 
of his services in connection with the rescue of five of the crew 
of the smack “ Lord Brougham,” of Grimsby, who were adrift 
in a small boat on the 13th January last. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Consul- 
General for Sweden and Norway, two silver medals of the 
second class, with diplomas, which have been awarded by the 
Norwegian Government to Wm. Adams and John William 
Tinning, of the Blyth Volunteer Life Saving Brigade, in re- 
cognition of their services at the wreck of the Norwegian sloop 
“Fremad,” near Blyth Harbour, on the [6th October, 1898. 

The Board have also received a sum of 10/., granted to the 
widow of the late Mark Albert Fairhurst, of Blyth, who lost his 
life in attempting to rescue the shipwrecked crew on the same 
occasion.

CoxcernixnG ComMeErctaL TRAVELLERS IN 
Rwvssta. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, information from H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg, 
on the subject of the new Russian regulations respecting com- 
mercial travellers. 

The principal of a British firm travelling in Russia to obtain 
orders is not compelled to take out a commercial traveller’s

licence, but need only pay the Trade or Industrial Pursuit Tax, 
according as the business conducted by the firm is purely com- 
mercial or of a manufacturing nature. As regards the assess- 
ment of this tax it is stated that the Russian Government has 
not yet decided whether the amount due is to be computed 
upon the basis of the operations of a firm or business in 
Russia, or upon the whole extent of its operations in Russia 
and elsewhere. An agent, resident in a Russian town, who does 
not travel but obtains orders in Russia for a British house, if 
he personally conducts his business without the assistance of 
clerks and without having any special establishments in con- 
nection with his business, must provide himself with a personal 
trading licence of the fourth category, the cost of which at the 
capitals is 35 roubles, in localities of the first and second class 
25 and 20 roubles respectively, and in localities of the third and 
fourth classes 10 roubles. 

But if the agent, while taking orders in his own name, em- 
ploys clerks and has a mercantile establishment consisting of 
offices, warehouses, shops, &c., he will have to pay 500 roubles 
for a trading licence qualifying him to do business throughout 
the country. Should he, however, confine his activity to one of 
the capitals or to any one town in the localities (which the new 
law divides into four classes), he will in such case have to pay 
150 roubles for a licence in the capitals, and from 125 to 50 
roubles in any of the four classes of localities. 

A British firm, represented by an agent in any of these 
localities, need not be provided with a trading licence if its 
agent takes orders in his own name. If, however, he does so 
in the name of the firm, the latter must be furnished with a 
trading licence, costing 500 roubles, if the business be of a 
commercial character, and on a sliding scale (rising from 50 
roubles to a maximum rate of 1,500 roubles) if the firm be 
engaged in a manufacturing industry. 

The Board have also received a list of the four classes of 
localities referred to above, together with a schedule of the 
rates of taxes payable on commercial and industrial enterprises.

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II—FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM.* 


The trade returns for the month of May last show an increase 
as compared with the corresponding month of 1898, both in 
the value of the imports from foreign countries and British 
possessions and in the exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures and foreign and colonial merchandise. 
The imports for May, 1899, were valued at 40,876,828/., as 
compared with 37,706,378/., showing an increase of 3,170,450/., 
or 8.4 per cent.; and the exports amounted in value to 
28,777,036/., as against 22,997,888/. in May, 1898, of which 
British and Irish produce and manufactures alone were valued 
at 23,030,240/. in May, 1899, and 17,891,354/. in May, 1898, 
an increase of 5,138,886/., or 28.7 per cent. This includes, how- 
ever, the value of ships, new (not registered as British), which 
were not included previous to 1899. The value of foreign and 
colonial merchandise exported in May, 1899, shows an increase 
of 640,262/., or 12.5 per cent. over the value for May, 1898. 

Imports.—The following table shows the value of the imports 
for May, 1899, as compared with May, 1898, according to the 
different categories of merchandise :—

With regard to the imports of all kinds of corn, the value for 
May, 1899, shows a net decrease of 1,172,720/., as compared 
with May, 1898; and it may be noticed that though the quan- 
tity of wheat and wheat meal and flour has increased by 915,884 
ewts., the value shows a decrease of 1,079,061/. Other articles 
of food and drink which show increases are fresh beef 
(144,749/.), butter (194,596/.), fruit (199,5397), rice (280,085/.), 
tea (109,021/.), and sugar (152,530/.); while the following 
articles show decreases, viz.: bacon (111,269/.), hams (121,918/.) 
coffee (25,680/.), and wine (68,694/.). 

In the imports of metals, all descriptions show increases with

the unimportant exceptions of iron bar (decrease, 4,564/.) and 
pyrites of iron or copper (decrease, 2,616/.). Iron ore has in- 
creased 178,821/., copper of all kinds 239,684/., and tin 
160,729/. The increased value of the imports of petroleum 
amounted to 116,773/. In the category of raw materials for 
textile manufactures, cotton (raw) shows a decreased value of 
301,624/. but hemp has increased 126,048/., chiefly due to much 
larger shipments entered from the Philippines, and wool of all 
kinds also shows a net increase of 265,473/. In other raw 
materials, caoutchouc has increased 185,124/., and wood and 
timber 179,087/. The imports of manufactured articles show 
an increase of 753,311/., as compared with May, 1898, of which 
machinery alone was 144,5941. 

Exports——The following table shows the value of the exports 
of British and Irish produce and manufactures for the month 
ended 31st May, 1899, as compared with a like period of 1898, 
and the increase or decrease in each principal category :—

In the exports of raw materials, coal, coke, and fuel show an 
increase of 689,544/., and in yarns and textile fabrics cotton 
piece-goods have increased 384,015/., chiefly due to larger ship- 
ments to Egypt, Morocco, China, Bombay, and some of the 
South American countries. The principal countries taking less 
of this class of merchandise in May, 1899, as compared with 
May, 1898, have been Turkey, Dutch East Indies, Japan, 
Brazil, Argentina, and British possessions in West and South 
Africa. The exports of metal manufactures show satisfactory 
increases, in the case of iron (unwrought and wrought) the 
increase is as much as 660,242/., while the only decreases 
are found under telegraphic wires and apparatus, tin 
and zine or spelter. With regard to the increase in the

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exports of machinery, amounting to 218,617/., it is worthy of 
note that the value of the textile machinery sent to Russia in 
May, 1899, was 160,748/., as against 77,674/. in May, 1898, and 
62,345/. in May, 1897, the figures for the five months ended 
31st May showing an equally remarkable increase, viz., from 
256,0411. in 1897 to 353,121/. in 1898 and 716,402/. in 1899, or 
an increase for the first five months of the year 1899 of nearly 
180 per cent., as compared with a similar period of 1897. 

In the five months ended 31st May, 1899, the imports into 
the United Kingdom from foreign countries and British pos- 
sessions were valued at 198,403,349/., as compared with 
196,987,003/. for a similar period of 1898, showing an increase 
of 1,416,346/., and the exports of British and Irish produce and 
manufactures amounted in value to 104,541,727/. (including 
the value of ships, new, not registered as British, not recorded 
prior to 1899), as compared with 93,094,483/. for the first five 
months of 1898. The exports of foreign and colonial merchan- 
dise for similar periods of 1899 and 1898 amounted in value to 
27,956,1011. and 26,356,559/. respectively. 

Tonnage of Vessels Entered and Cleared, with Cargoes—The 
tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions during May, 
1899, amounted to 3,097,422 tons, and the tonnage cleared in 
the foreign trade to 3,893,794 tons, as compared with 2,716,653 
tons entered and 3,142,128 tons cleared in May, 1898. As 
regards the coasting trade, the tonnage entered during May, 
1899, was 2,676,968 tons, and the tonnage cleared 2,643,807 
tons, as against 2,579,433 tons and 2,527,336 tons respectively 
in May, 1898. 


FortHcoMiInG OPENING oF EKATERINA Harporr. 


The Foreign Office have received, through H.M. Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, a despatch from Mr. Vice-Consul Cooke, of 
Archangel, reporting that the newly-constructed port of 
Ekaterina Harbour, on an inlet of the Frozen Ocean, will be 
officially opened by His Imperial Highness the Grand Duke 
Vladimir on the 16th July next. : 

Mr. Cooke further states that he has been informed by the 
Governor of Archangel that notwithstanding the very excep- 
tionally cold weather that prevailed there in March last, vary- 
ing from 15 to 25 degrees (Reaumur) of frost, the navigation at 
Ekaterina Harbour was not seriously impeded, as, although 
close to the shore, the ice was a foot or more thick, but in the 
main part of the harbour it did not exceed an inch or two.

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III.—THE TRADE OF THE NATIONS WITH THEIR 
COLONIAL POSSESSIONS. 


The nations of the world, holding colonies or foreign posses- 
sions, are the United Kingdom, France, Holland, Germany, 
Portugal, Spain, Denmark, Sweden, and Italy, to which 
should now be added the United States of America. Portugal 
‘possesses certain districts on the East and West Coasts of 
Africa, with adjacent islands, and some few outposts in the 
East Indies. Denmark owns Iceland, the Farées, Greenland, 
and one or two small islands in the West Indies, and Sweden 
and Italy the single possessions of St. Bartholomew Island and 
the African colony of Erythrea respectively. The United States 
has but recently entered on a path of colonial development, and 
there remain but the United Kingdom, France, Holland, and 
Germany, the progress of whose trade with their colonial pos- 
sessions it is of interest to consider, more especially with regard 
to recent events on the African Continent and in the Far East. 

Taking first the United Kingdom, the following table shows 
the values of the imports of merchandise from British colonies, 
possessions, and Protectorates into the mother country in each 
of the years 1895, 1896, and 1897 :—

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It should be borne in mind that the values in the above table 
are exclusive in all cases of the imports of gold and silver coin 
and bullion and of diamonds, the latter not being subject to 
entry, and therefore not included in the Customs returns. 

The values of the the imports of gold from British colonies 
and protectorates amounted to 16,657,000/. in 1895, 14,424,000/. 
in 1896, and 26,065,000/. in 1897. If to these amounts be added 
the values of diamonds imported from Cape Colony, particulars 
of which are supplied by the Cape Government—viz., 4,754,000/. 
in 1895, 4,599,0007. in 1896, and 4,435,000/. in 1897—the pro- 
portion of imports into the United Kingdom frem British 
colonies, &e., to the total import trade of the United Kingdom, 
including gold, silver, and diamonds, would be much larger ; 
for example, in 1897 it would be at the rate of about 24.8 per 
cent. 

The merchandise imported into the United Kingdom from 
British colonies, possessions, and protectorates may be roughly 
classed under (1) food products of all kinds, (2) raw materials 
for textile manufactures, (3) other raw materials, and (4) manu- 
factured and all other articles, and the following table shows 
the values of imports from all British colonial possessions, c., 
into the United Kingdom in each of the years 1895, 1896, and 
1897, tabulated according to the above classification : —

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From the above table it will be seen that in the year 1897 
food products of all kinds formed 36.9 per cent. of the value of 
all the imports of merchandise from British colonies, posses- 
sions, and protectorates into the United Kingdom, raw 
materials for textile manufactures 27.8 per cent., other raw 
materials 26.9 per cent., and manufactured articles, together 
with parcels post, 8.4 per cent.

The value of the exports from the United Kingdom to British 
colonies, &c., was 31 per cent. of the whole export trade of the 
United Kingdom in 1895, 35 per cent. in 1896, and 34.4 per 
cent. in 1897. 


Taking now the trade of France with her foreign possessions, 
the total value of the imports into France from French colonies, 

rotectorates, &c., was 15,974,000/. in 1897, as compared with 
14,335,000/. in 1896 and 16,380,000/. in 1895, or 10.1 per cent., 
9.4 per cent., and 12.0 per cent. of the total foreign trade of 
France in those years respectively. The trade between France 
and Algiers is greater than that between the mother country 
and any of the other colonies and protectorates, the value of 
the imports into France from Algiers in 1897 having amounted 
to 9,518,000/., or about 60 per cent. of the total French 
colonial imports. Then follow in the order of their importance 
Tunis, St. Pierreand Miquelon, Indo-China, Senegal, and French 
West Africa generally, Martinique, Réunion, Guadeloupe, French 
Oceania, Madagascar, French Guiana, and French India. In the 
exports from France to her various foreign possessions, the order 
of importance is not quite the same, Algeria having (as in the 
imports) received the largest share in 1897, foliowed, however, 
in the following order by Indo-China, Tunis, French West 
Africa, Madagascar, Martinique, Guadeloupe, French Guiana, 
Réunion, French Oceania, St. Pierre and Miquelon, and French 
India. The following table shows the value of the imports (for 
home consumption) into France, and exports (of domestic pro- 
duce and manufacture) from France from and to the various 
French colonial possessions in the years 1896 and 1897 :—

The value of the imports into Holland from her colonies 
amounted in 1897 to 18,282,000/., as compared with 20,028,000/. 
in 1896 and 16,980,0007. in 1895, or 12.9 per cent., 14.7 
per cent., and 14.1 per cent. respectively of the total 
import trade of Holland in those years. The exports 
from Holland to Dutch colonies were valued at 5,345,000I. 
in 1897, 4,704,000/. in 1896, and 4,650,000/. in 1895, 
or 4.3 per cent., 4.2 rer cent., and 4.7 per cent. of the 
total value of Holland’s export trade in those years respectively. 
The Dutch East Indies—viz., Java, Sumatra, Madura, Celebes, 
parts of Borneo and New Guinea, and groups of smaller islands 
accounted for 99.3 per cent., and 94.1 per cent. of the Dutch 
colonial export trade in 1897—the remaining colonies of 
Curacoa (West Indies) and Dutch Guiana being of compara- 
tively small importance. Java, again, is by far the most 
important portion of the Dutch East Indies, the total trade of 
the island for 1897 having amounted to over 67 per cent. of the 
trade of Holland with her East Indian possessions. For more 
complete information on this subject, reference may be made 
to the “ Board of Trade Journal” for May, 1899, pp. 530-533. 

The German colonies are of great extent, but are as yet but 
poorly developed. German East Africa, German West Africa 
(Togoland), and German South-west Africa (Damara and 
Namaqualand) between them sent to the mother country mer- 
chandise of a value of only 226,000/. in 1897, 221,000/. in 1896, 
and 163,000/. in 1895, and the exports to German colonies from 
Germany were valued at only 459,000/. in 1897, 323,000. in 
1896, and 220,0007. in 1895. German New Guinea and other 
possessions in the Pacific Ocean are distinguished in the Ger- 
man trade accounts for the first time in the year 1897. 
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Finally, the following table shows the value of the trade with

With regard to the imports from the Philippine Islands, the 
increase shown is almost entirely in hemp, the value of which 
was 143,560/. in April, 1899, as against 56,8597. in April, 1898,

The exports to Cuba and Porto Rico, as seen in the above 
table, show a large increase in value for the periods compared. 
The chief increase is found in piece-goods (cotton, woollen, and 
linen), which were valued at 47,754/. in April, 1899, as com- 
pared with only 8,880/. in April, 1898, and at 67,830/. in May, 
1899, as against nil in May, 1898. Increases are also found 
under hardware, metals, implements, and tools, and most of the 
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other manufactured articles distinguished in the return. The 
exports of provisions have also increased in value—rice, for 
example, from 8,326/. in April, 1898, to 49,8687. in April, 1899, 
and from nil in May, 1898, to 37,3591. in May, 1899. 

The export trade of the United Kingdom with the Philip- 
pine Islands in April, 1899, shows decreases as compared with 
April, 1898, in all articles except linen and woollen and 
worsted piece-goods, which remain about the same as in April, 
1898. Comparing the figures for May, 1899, with those for 


May, 1898, however, there is a considerable increase in nearly 
all the articles.

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V.—THE SHIPPING BOUNTY SYSTEM IN FRANCE. 


A memorandum on the subject of French shipping bounties 
has been received at the Board of Trade through the Foreign 
Office. According to this memorandum, the following bounties 
are granted to French shipping by the law of 30th January, 
1893 :— 

For steam or sailing ships of iron or steel, 65 frances per ton. 

For wooden ships of 150 tons or more, 40 francs per ton. 

For wooden ships under 150 tons, 30 francs per ton. 

For machinery, 15 francs per 100 kilos. 

For renewal of boilers, 15 francs per 100 kilos. 

The bounties on navigation are only given to French-built 
vessels, and are as follows :— 

To steamers, at the rate of fr. 1.10 per gross ton and per 1,000 
miles run, decreasing annually by 6 cents. per ton for 
wooden ships and 4 cents. per ton for iron or steel ships. 

To sailing ships at the rate of fr. 1.70 per gross ton and per 
1,000 miles run, with an annual decrease per ton of 8 cents. 
for wooden and 6 cents. for iron or steel ships. 

For steamships fitted according to special plans approved by 
the Marine and War Departments, 25 per cent. 

Shipowners in France complain that the prices asked by 
French shipbuilders amount to from 33 to 40 per cent. above 
those quoted by English shipbuilders, and that a very long 
time is required for the execution of orders. To remedy this 
the Government have been urged for some time back to revert 
to the system established by the law of 1881, granting a bounty 
to foreign-built ships sailing under the French flag equal to 
half the amount given to ships constructed in France. The ship- 
builders are, however, averse to legislation in this direction, 
which would tend to orders being placed abroad for the con- 
struction of French ships; and in order to conciliate the respec- 
tive interests of shipowners and shipbuilders in France, a 
Parliamentary Commission was appointed to study the various 
questions relating to the mercantile marine, and has now 
elaborated certain modifications of the law of the 30th 
January, 1893, of which the following are the chief points :— 

(1) An outfit bounty (compensation d’armement) to all ships 
on the register above 100 tons, French or foreign built, amount- 
ing to a payment per ton per day during the time the ship is in 
active service, graduated from 5 cents. for steamers up to 2,000 
tons to 4 cents. for the surplus between 2,000 and 3,000 tons, 
3 cents. for the portion between 3,000 and 4,000 tons, and 2 
cents. for each ton above 4,000 tons. For sailing vessels the 
rates would be reduced one-half. 

(2) The navigation bounty for steamers would be raised from 
fr. 1.10 to fr. 1.70 per ton per 1,000 miles run. Vessels running

between ports of Europe and the Mediterranean would only 
receive two-thirds of the full-distance bounty paid for over-sea 
voyages. 

The bounty on construction remains unchanged, and the 
navigation bounty will be maintained for I'rench vessels, but 
they cannot claim it in conjunction with the new outfit bounty. 
Shipowners would, however, be allowed to claim the bounty 
which is most advantageous to them. 

The new outfit bounty on a steamer of 4,000 tons would 
amount to fr. 1.70 per day, equivalent to 6/. 16s., or 2,482/. for 
a year, while a steamer of 4,000 tons, having run 6,000 miles in 
a year would be entitled, by the proposed new rate of naviga- 
tion bounty, to a sum of 1,632. 

The following further account of the shipping bounty system 
in France is taken froma Report in the “Journal Officiel” upon 
a proposal to introduce a Bill into the French Chambers for the 
establishment of free ports in French territory :— 

French commerce, as well as the French mercantile marine, 
has for a long time past suffered from a period of depression. 
The French Parliament has attempted to remedy the existing 
state of things by the institution of shipping boun- 
ties (primes maritimes). These bounties are of three sorts: (1) 
postal subsidies, (2) bounties on the construction of vessels in 
French yards, (3) bounties on navigation under the French 
flag. The first was instituted in order to obtain the rapid trans- 
port of mails between France, her colonies, and foreign parts, 
the vessels carrying the mails being under special obligations, 
first as to speed, secondly as to sailing at fixed dates, and thirdly 
with regard to the time of call allotted at each port. In con- 
sequence of these obligations, the boats were at considerable 
disadvantages as regards cargo not being able to wait to take 
it in, and as a consequence of this the mail boats have naturally 
been in receipt of the larger proportion of the bounties. 

With regard to the bounties on construction, Parliament, by 
law of January, 1881, established such bounties with the object 
of preventing the total extinction of the private building yards 
in France. In the year 1888 the amount of the bounty paid 
under this head was 4,540,576 francs (181,600/.); in 1892 the 
amount paid had fallen to 2,018,385 frances (80,700/.). Obvi- 
ously there was failure; and therefore in January, 1893, the 
Parliament voted an increase of the bounty. This had an 
immediate effect, and the amount of the bounty, which in 1894 
was 2,089,392 francs (83,500/.), rose to 2,800,673 francs 
(112,000/.) in 1895; to 4,106,349 francs (164,200/.) in 1896; 
and to 5,145,810 franes (205,800/.) in 1897. , 

It is not to be expected that this last figure will be much 
exceeded in the future, for all the building yards in France are 
fully occupied, and it will be quite impossible for several years 
to come to build more ships in France than are now being con- 
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structed. All the yards are fully occupied at the present time 
either in building vessels for the subsidised mail lines, or in 
the construction of steamers to replace those which have grown 
old and have disappeared. For the vessels built for these lines 
are sold with the obligation of being broken up when no longer 
used, so that in fact the postal subsidy which might have been 
the means of furnishing to the country cargo boats which would 
have been useful, has been baulked of its intention by the 
action of the subsidised lines, who have obtained so large a 
premium as to enable them to withdraw and break-up steamers 
which would, in the natural course of things, have been for a 
long time useful. 

With regard to the bounties on navigation, it is only neces- 
sary to deal with those paid to vessels constructed of iron, those 
paid to vessels built of wood being comparatively insignificant. 

The premium paid to vessels constructed of iron reached 
9,387,474 franes (875,500/.) in 1897, which was divided as 
follows: to sailing vessels, 2,665,326 frances (106,600/.); to 
steam vessels, 6,722,148 francs (268,900/.). 

The most remarkable circumstance in connection with the 
above is the premium paid to sailing vessels. An examination 
of the accounts shows that amongst the sailing vessels built 
during the last 30 years, which alone are eligible for the 
bounty, 50 per cent. is paid to vessels under one year old. The 
premium is paid to 53 sailing vessels of iron, representing 
84,681 tons. Of the above, 24 vessels are from 3 to 30 years 
old, and these have a tonnage of 21,341 tons; that is to say, 
taking the whole 27 years, an average of 800 tons per year, but 
less than one ship in each year. But during the last three 
years we find that in the first year of this period 3 sailing 
vessels of 2,143 tons were built; in the second year, 6 of these 
vessels of 9,473 tons; and in the third (1897), 20 similar vessels 
of 51,724 tons. It is obvious therefore that the tendency is to 
build now sailing vessels of iron and ofan increasing tonnage ; 
and this not with the object of getting freight and of trading, 
but solely in order to obtain the bounty. 

This bounty being paid on the tonnage, and in proportion to 
the distance run, owners have the vessels built of the largest 
tonnage possible, and cause them to be run at the cheapest 
rate. And thus it happens that the building yards are now all 
fully occupied in the construction of large sailing ships instead 
of steam vessels, as would in the natural course of things be 
the case. 

Thus the bounty has been transformed, and has become, not 
simply an encouragement, but the chief object of owners, the 
freight being quite a secondary consideration. This was not 
the intention of Parliament. It is indeed possible, at the pre- 
sent time, to mention vessels which are able to sail with the 
sole object of obtaining the bounty, and to which freight is of

no consideration at all, but rather, on the other hand, an im- 
pediment owing to the heavy port duties which vessels have to 
pay on their cargo tonnage, duties which are frequently in 
excess of the profits realised on the freight, and which con- 
sequently only result in a reduction of the profits gained 
through the bounty. 

If a reference be made to the statistics bearing on the point 
an unfortunate state of things will be disclosed. Thus, whilst 
in Germany private building yards had in course of construc- 
tion last year 528 vessels of 546,461 tons gross, and launched 
97 steam vessels of 151,751 tons, French building yards 
launched during the same year only 29 steam vessels of 36,632 
tons, ‘and at the same time 19 sailing vessels of 30,528 tons ; 
whilst in Germany as indeed in all countries where the mercan- 
tile marine is making progress, the construction of this sort of 
vessel has been almost abandoned, only 7 sailing vessels of 
1,396 tons being constructed during the year. 

The “Echo de Paris” is responsible for the following state- 
ment, and for some interesting statistical details, which are also 
published in the report :— 

“The statistics of our mercantile marine show the unfor- 
tunate results of our system of unrestrained protection. The 
millions of francs squandered each year on the premiums and 
additional premiums which are lavished on our mercantile 
marine can only have the most lamentable results. 

“In 1897 the premium on navigation was paid on 20 newly- 
constructed sailing vessels, of approximately 52,000 tons, and 
on 5 newly-constructed steam vessels of 20,000 tons; that is to 
say, on four times as many sailing vessels as steam vessels. The 
same proportion will be found in the statistics of the coasting 
trade. 

“There is here something radically wrong, and it behoves 
us to find a remedy. Our building yards are altogether in- 
sufficient to meet the demands which they receive both for 
the home and the foreign market. There are also the 
orders for the State, for the subventioned companies, and 
for the mercantile marine generally. All these cannot be met, 
and we ought therefore to do all we can in the way of purchase 
and nationalisation (francisation) of steamers from abroad. 

“This is the object which Parliament had in view when it 
decreed the granting of premiums on navigation, this and the 
providing of a class of competent seamen for the manning of 
the reserves of our national navy; and there was also the object 
of distributing over every quarter of the globe the justly appre- 
ciated products of our national industries, and that our flag 
should be seen in all the ports of the various seas. These dif- 
ferent objects can only be attained by giving such facilities to 
our shipowners as will enable them to increase the number of 
steamers belonging to our fleet by the purchase of additional 
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vessels abroad. In order to obtain this result, it is desirable to 
grant the premium on navigation to steamers purchased abroad. 
This will increase our maritime power, and add greatly to the 
national prosperity.” 

In connection with the above the following statement shows 
the amounts paid in France as postal subsidies and bounties on 
construction, navigation, and fishing :—.

In the matter of freights, France finds itself placed at a 
considerable disadvantage. To take some instances, the 
freight from Havre to Rio for textile goods or made-up cloth- 
ing is 50 frances the cubic metre; from Antwerp to Rio the 
cost is only 34 frances, or a difference of 16 francs, if the goods 
be shipped from a French port. 

From Havre to New York the freight for the same goods is 
30 francs the cubic metre; from Antwerp to New York it is 
, franes; or, again, a difference against the Freifich port of 

rancs,

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VI—THE PERSIAN CUSTOMS. 


The following account of the Persian Customs is taken from 
the report of H.M. Consul at Ispahan (/’oreign Office, Annual 
Sertes, 2260) :— 

The Custom duties supposed to be payable for imports and 
exports alike at the port of entry in Persia are very various for 
Persians; they do not pay ad valorem either for imports or 
exports, but so much per package, which varies on articles of 
different character but not according to the value. There is a 
certain amount levied per package at Bushire, and a further 
sum per package payable in Shiraz, Ispahan, &c.; but this is 
evaded as much as possible. 

Europeans and Turks pay 5 per cent., but on the Kerman- 
shah side Turks have to pay 8 per cent. 

In 1895 there was a proposal to make everyone pay 5 per 
cent. on opium, on wen 4 only 125 krans* per case was levied, 
that at one time having represented 5 per cent.—Persian cus- 
toms, like other things busin, do not change easily even when 
the change would be to their own benefit—this was well 
received by the Ispahan merchants who agreed to the proposal, 
provided all things, imports and exports, were put under the 
same rule, and that 5 per cent. only would be charged; the 
chief Shiraz merchants objected to the proposed alteration— 
the small ones were quite willing to accept the change, as at 
present they stand at a disadvantage in their competition with 
the big men who come to special arrangements much to their 
own advantage with the Custom masters—therefore, as the 
point was not at once conceded they closed the bazaars, where- 
upon the Government gave in and the old state of affairs was 
reverted to. Thus while the European merchant has to pay 
5 per cent. export duty on opium the Persian only pays some- 
thing under 2} per cent. This just makes the difference, 
enabling the Persian to export to the home market while the 
European is debarred from it. 

In 1898 an order was issued throughout the country that 5 
per cent. duty from a certain near date was to be paid on all 
goods exported and imported by native and foreigner alike. 
Again the Shiraz merchant set up his back, and the order was 
never enforced. It was a very great mistake on the part of 
the Government that full notice, at least six months, was not 
given beforehand ; had this been done there is every probability 
that it would have been carried through, as many merchants 
were quite in favour of it. In any case, the Government would 
have been placed in touch with the general «ideas of the mer- 
chants throughout the country. 

At Bushire, the Persian pays a specific charge per bale or

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package which is always in his favour. Again, a big merchant 
mékes his terms with the Custom master, and thus in all pro- 
bability gets his goods in very cheap; and there is much 
siuggling going on. For about six months the Imperial Bank 
of Persia had control of the Custom Houses at Bushire and 
Kermanshah; the receipts showed an increase of over 4 per 
ceut. over the same period of the previous year. 

It is certain with a properly organised Customs establishment 
better results than even this would have been attained, the 
facilities for smuggling at Bushire being very great. Therefore 
with a 5 per cent. all-round duty, although it would be against 
the native merchants of Bushire, Shiraz, Kermanshah, &c., the 
merchants in North and Central Persia would not have 
suffered any harm; the Persian Government would have been 
large gainers. A few cases such as the following will show more 
clearly how this system of charges helps the Persian merchant. 

The Persian duty on indigo in Bushire is 12 krans; in Shiraz 
20 krans; and in lanham 40 krans; equals 72 krans per pack- 
age, but importers pay only 50 krans actually. Therefore 
indigo imported for sale in Bushire by Persians pays 4 per 
cent. duty; for sale in Shiraz not quite 1 per cent. duty; and 
for sale in Ispahan, say 1} per cent. duty. If imported by 
Europeans for sale, whether in Bushire, Shiraz, or Ispahan, 5 
per cent. duty has to be paid. 

For “ Mexicans” Persians pay 90 c. per piece in Bushire, 33 c. 
in Shiraz, and 16} ce. in Ispahan; equals 1,395 krans per piece 
delivered Ispahan, equal to, say, 2} per cent. in all. Therefore 
Persians pay for sale in Bushire, say, 1} per cent.; Shiraz, say 
2+ per cent.; and Ispahan, say 2} per cent. While Europeans 
have to pay 5 per cent. whether for sale in Bushire, Shiraz, or 
Ispahan. 

Persians have imported Turkey-red iwills and prints from 
Baghdad, vid Kermanshah paying a total duty equal to 2} per 
cent. ; of course in some articles the difference is not so marked. 

The different points above cited show what a very bad state 
the Customs arrangements of Persia are in, how desirable it is 
for the Government, on their own account, to put them on a 
proper footing, and how much the European merchant is handi- 
c«pped in his trading competition with the native merchant. 
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VIIL—THE COTTON GOODS TRADE OF COLOMBIA. 


The United States Consul at Barranquilla, in a recent report, 
says that of the cotton importations into the United States of 
Colombia in the year ended 30th June, 1898, England fur- 
nished about 69.81 per cent.; the United States, about 10.89 
per cent.; France, about 9.21 per cent.; Germany, about 6.26 
aa cent.; and Italy, about 3.42 per cent. Austria, Belgium, 

olland, and Spain are credited with insignificant shipments ; 
but, since many goods from Austria, Belgium, Spain, and other 
European countries reach this market through German and 
English ports, the importations from the last-named countries 
cannot be treated as entirely of English and German manu- 
facture. 

Ordinary piece-goods should be of the following widths and 
lengths :—Common drills should be 22 to 24 inches wide in 
pieces of 30 yards; better drills should be 26 inches wide in 
pieces of 30, 40, or 50 yards; “osnaburgs” (coletas) should be 
22 inches wide in pieces of 35 yards; bogotanas may be 21 or 
30 inches wide in pieces of 20 yards; cheap prints may be 21, 
224, or 24 inches wide in pieces of 30 yards, even; better prints 
should be 24, 25, or 29 inches wide in pieces of 30 yards, even ; 
muslins should be 31, 32, or 35} inches wide, and should be 
put up in pieces of 20 yards; sheetings should be 69 or 70 
inches wide in pieces of 30 yards; dress goods should be put 
up in single patterns of the following lengths and widths: 30 
inches wide in pieces of 10 yards, 24 inches wide in pieces of 
12 yards; 20 inches wide in pieces of 15 yards. 

While a large quantity of fine cotton textiles is sold in 
Barranquilla, there is a much greater demand for the cheaper 
and more ordinary grades. As will be observed, England 
_exports by far the largest proportion of such goods to Colombia. 

It is said that in certain grades Italian drills have largely 
taken the place of such goods formerly brought to Colombia 
from Spain. There are, however, considerable quantities of 
Spanish drills sold. A good grade in small checks, black and 
white, and blue and white, 88 by 88 threads to the inch, 26 
inches wide, in pieces of 50 and 60 yards, costs 1 peseta per 
yard in Spain. It is sold in Barranquilla by wholesale at 80 
centavos (about 1s.) per yard, and is retailed at 90 centavos 
(1s. 13d.) per vara. A heavy Italian drill is 52 by 52 threads 
to the inch, 25} inches wide, put up in pieces of 40, 50, and 60 
yards. It costs in Italy about 12} cents. gold per yard. It is 
sold wholesale in Colombia at 75 centavos (10}d.) per yard. The 
retail price is 80 centavos (about 1s.) per vara. 

The regular credit allowed by English houses is from three 
to four months. Some houses do not charge interest. Others 
charge from 4 to 6 per cent. interest from the date of the invoice.

German houses usually allow six months. For the first three 
menths no interest is charged; after three months the rate is 
6 per cent. Nearly all European houses allow Barranquilla 
firms a discount of 4 per cent., plus 1 per cent .for cash. These 
are regular rates, but it is claimed that some European houses 
frequently allow eight and even twelve months. It is said that 
American houses seldom grant more than from two to three 
months’ credit, and charge 6 per cent. interest. 

If the packages are to be opened in Barranquilla, or at points 
in the interior which are reached by river steamers, the weight 
and dimensions are not matters of importance. It must be 
remembered, however, that there are few railroads, and in most 
sections practically no waggon roads, in Colombia. Merchan- 
dise for inland towns away from the rivers must be transported 
on the backs of mules. The carga (load) for a mule on most 
routes is 250 pounds. Mules on the Medellin route take as 
much as 300 pounds. In order that the packs may be properly 
balanced on the animal, this load must be capable of bein; 
divided into two almost equal parts. While the bulk of a 
gece cannot be made to conform to any fixed rule, its 

imensions should not greatly exceed the following, which is 
taken from bales from Europe destined for points in the 
interior :—18 by 18 by 29 inches, 22 by 26 by 28 inches, 18 by 
23 by 26 inches, 21 by 22 by 24 inches, and 12 by 14 by 28 
inches.

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VIIIL—THE TRADE OF BURMA IN 1897-98. 


The seaborne trade of Burma showed a large increase in the 
year 1897-98, the total value of trade of all kinds being 30 
crores of rupees, against 26} crores in the previous year. The 
greater part of this increase was contributed by coasting exports 
which increased by 2? crores of rupees consequent on the 
diversion to the famine-stricken districts of India of large quan- 
tities of rice. 

In foreign imports there was also a very material increase 
from a little over 4} crores to over 53 crores of rupees, the in- 
crease being ascribed to the general prosperity of the country, 
the favourable rice season, and the position of exchange. Taken 
all round the trade of Burma shows a very remarkable develop- 
ment. In the year 1866-67 the total imports and exports for 
the whole province were about 486 lakhs of rupees. From that 
vear onwards the trade steadily increased till three years after 
it had more than doubled, and in the year under report, it is 
nearly seven times what it amounted to in the year first men- 
tioned, viz., 2,780 lakhs of rupees. The port of Rangoon takes 
the lion’s share of the import trade, 85.46 per cent. of its 
total being done at this port and 76.24 per cent. of the export 
trade. 

The value of the private merchandise imported during the 
year was Rs. 11,44,93,022, about half of which amount was in 
foreign imports and the rest in coasting imports. Although 
there was a satisfactory increase in the imports from the United 
Kingdom, namely, by over 79 lakhs of rupees, Germany, Bel- 
gium, and Japan are coming to the front, the two former 
countries having nearly doubled their imports, while from 
Japan in 1895-96 the small sum of Rs. 42,000 represented the 
imports; in the year under review this had been increased to 
8 lakhs of rupees. 

As mentioned above, the diminution in the export trade was 
due to the large quantities of rice sent to India. A large direct 
export trade is done with the United Kingdom, but it has been 
steadilyedeclining during the last five years, while the trade to 
Port Said for orders has been steadily expanding, being of the 
value of 318 lakhs in the year under review, which is less than 
that of the previous year owing to the fact that so much rice 
was not available for export. 

“Capital” notes that there was a large increase in the ex- 
ports of teak as there was a considerable demand in the English 
matket, with good prices obtainable. The falling-off in the 
foreign exports was more than counterbalanced by the increase 
in the coasting exports, of which rice formed the principal 
item, 614 thousand tons being sent to India valued at over 43 
crores of rupees. 
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With regard to the inland trade, that with Siam practically 
dovbled during the year, the increase being in the items of 
cattle and silk and cotton goods. 

The trade with China diminished by 9.82 per cent. This 
falling-off is ascribed partly to the diversion of trade to 
Myitkyina, where no registration was effected, and partly to 
the operations of the Boundary Commission, which are said to 
have been interpreted by traders as a preparatory movement to 
war with China. The trade with the Northern Shan States 
increased by about 11 lakhs of rupees, and that with the 
Southern Shan States was practically stationary during the 
year. 

The total revenue of the Rangoon Port Fund exceeded that 
of the previous year by over a lakh of rupees, the increase 
being due to landing fees and port charges owing to the 
development of the port. The result of the year’s administra- 
tion was a profit of over 2} lakhs of rupees, the fund closing 
the year with a balance of nearly 6 lakhs, as the construction of 
certain large works for which provision had been made in the 
Budget was postponed. 


IX.—TRADE OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA IN 1898. 


The “ Adelaide Observer” publishes some figures taken from 
Customs statistics relating to the trade of South Australia for 
1898, from which it appears that the total trade dealings of the 
colony were less during 1898 than during the previous year. 
Imports were less by nearly a million sterling, and they were also 
smaller than in any year since 1895. Fewer goods were imported 
from nearly all sources, the decline in intercolonial dealings 
being half a million sterling. Queensland and Tasmania were 
the only colontes which sent more of their merchandise than 
in 1897. Exports were less than those of 1897 by over 130,0000. 
The proportion of staple goods sent away was slightly greater 
than in the preceding twelve months. Foreign countries did 
not take so much South Australian produce, but the other 
colonies provided a better outlet to the extent of 366,000/.

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X.—THE FISHERIES OF CANADA. 


The ‘“ Monetary Times” of Toronto states that according to 
the annual report of the Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
issued at Ottawa, the value of the Canadian fisheries during the 
year 1897 was $22,783,546, being an increase of $2,376,122 
over the previous year.

It appears that, compared with the previous year, there has 
been a falling-off in some provinces and a marked increase in 
others. New Brunswick, for instance, shows a decline of 
$865,298, Quebee of $288,743, and Ontario of $315,081, but 
Nova Scotia’s increase was $2,019,451, while British Columbia’s 
gain, $1,954,866, was almost as great. This last increase in 
British Columbia can be ascribed io the unprecedented catch of 
salmon in the Fraser River. The salmon pack of the western 
province exceeded that of 1896 by twenty million cans. As an 
experiment 600,000 Ibs. of dried salmon has been shipped to 
Japan. If this venture is successful it would create a new out- 
let for an article of food. Some idea can be formed from pre- 
liminary reports as to the probable value of the fisheries in 
1898. It is thought that the year will be an average one, about 
$20,000,000. The falling-off of 50 per cent. in the British 
Columbia salmon packing industry alone would justify a pro- 
bable decrease of a couple of million dollars from the large 
catch of 1897. 

During 1897, the Blue Book says, no fewer than 78,959 men 
were engaged in the Canadian fishing industry, using boats, 
nets, and other fishing implements aggregating a capital in- 
vestment of $9,370,794. Nearly 1,200 schooners and tugs, 
manned by 8,879 sailors, found employment in this vast indus- 
try, besides the 70,000 fishermen using 37,693 boats and 
5,602,460 fathoms of nets. The lobster plant alone is valued 
at $1,349,000. This amount comprises 738 canneries, with its 
1,156,300 traps. This branch of the fishing industry gave em- 
ployment to 15,165 persons. 

A table is appended which shows the relative values of most 
of the principal kinds of commercial fishes (above $100,000) 
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for the year 1897, as compared with the value of the preceding 
year :—-

To these are to be added oysters, to the value of $180,400 ; 
alewives, $139,660; eels, $183,829; shad, $111,573, and tom- 
cod $107,002. The principal fish for Canadian commerce are the | 
cod, herring, salmon, lobster and mackerel. Between 1869 and 
1897 the five principal commercial fisheries yielded as follows: 
—Cod, $110,771,570; herring, $56,513,412; — lobsters, 
$52,450,186; salmon, $51,409,845; mackerel, $38,187,142. An 
item that must not be overlooked is sealskins, valued at 
$317,000. The quantity of fish used as bait is valued at 
$400,000, and that of fish oil produced at $162,000. 
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XI.—-THE “CAUCHO” RUBBER OF PERU. 


A despatch received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at 
Para states that the tree which produces the quality of india- 
rubber exported from Peru through Para under the name of 
caucho, has recently been determined by M. Huber, a botanist, 
who is on the scientific staff of the Museum of Para, 

M. Huber lately visited the Ucayli region in Peru, and 
discovered that the tree was a castilloa, and he will shortly be 
able to decide by comparison whether it is the same as the castillua 
elastica of Central America, or a variety of the same genus. 

It has been surmised previously that the tree might be a 
castilloa, but it is said that M. Huber is the first authority who 
has settled the point. With this knowledge it results that the 
distribution of the castiflow is wider than was previously thought 
to be the case. 

Caucho is also produced in the neighbourhood of the Bolivian 
tributaries of the River Amazon, and from parts near the said 
tributaries that pass through Brazilian territory. 

A sample of caucho exists in the Paré Museum that came from 
the banks of the River Tocantins. It is said that caucho is also 
produced near Macapo and Mazagao, on the north bank of the 
River Amazon, near its estuary. 

A recent statistical return on the exports of the State of Para 
shows that this produce was exported in small quantities 
(altogether about 10 tons) from Aveiros (River Tapajos), Santarem, 
Alemquer and Obidos, on the River Amazon. 

The total shipments of cawcho from Amazonian ports amount to 
about 2,000 tons annually. M. Huber describes the process of 
tapping as follows :— 

The tzunk is almost severed in two at a distance of about 3 ft. 
from the ground, and the tree is allowed to fall in such a manner 
that it is supported in an inclined position by its branches, 
and still holds on to the part that remains standing. ‘The sap 
is collected and poured into a hole made in the ground, and is 
coagulated by means of the juice of certain local lianas. The 
natives state that this is the best method of tapping, and that 
if the trees were treated in the same manner as the hereas 
they would soon be destroyed by insects which would attack them 
where the bark would be injured by incision. This may be only 
an excuse for unnecessary destruction, which might be avoided. 
However, it must be considered that as these trees grow far apart 
from each other in their native state it must be inconvenient, if 
not impossible, to attend to more than one tree at a time. 

Trees that have been tapped in the manner described do not 
survive the operation. In the course of time their places are no 
doubt taken by young trees that grow from seeds. ‘The Amazonian 
cstilloas are tound on elevated land which is beyond the reach of 
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floods, whereas the heveas thrive best in the lowlands that are 
periodically inundated by the River Amazon. 

Sir W. T. Thistleton Dyer, Director of Kew Gardens, in a 
communication to the Foreign Office, states that caucho, of 
which caoutchouc is probably an expanded form, has been 
hitherto identified with “india-rubber” par excellence, the 
produce of one or more species of hevea indigenous to the 
basin of the Amazons and exported from Para; it would now, 
however, appear that the caucho tree of Peru is a castilloa. 
One or more species of this genus produces the india-rubber of 
Central America. In south America the castilloa has been known 
to extend as far as Ecuador, where it is called jebe, otherwise 
jeve or heve. According to Aublet, this latter name was given 
in Northern Ecuador to a species of hevea, and in founding that 
genus he derived its name accordingly. In the Amazon basin 
the name for the species of hevea is ‘‘Seringa,” and in Central 
America for those of casti/loa “Ule” or “Tunu” (see Kew 
Bulletin, 1898, pp. 141, 142). Perhaps in Western South 
America the names caucho and jebe are applied indiscrimi- 
nately to rubber-producing trees. 

According to a report by Mr. D. B. ‘Adamson, H.M. Consul 
at Iquitos, dated 24th December, 1898, and published in the 
“Transactions” of the Liverpool Geographical Society for the 
same year, Peru has two kinds of rubber-producing trees— 
caucho, which appears to belong to castilloa, and jebe to hevea 
(pp. 39-40). Both Mr. Adamson and Mr. Churchill also state 
that the rubber is extracted from the caucho tree by felling. 

The jebe is always tapped. The former process results in a 
district being “worked out.” In consequence, according to 
Mr. Adamson, “many of the ‘caucheros’ (or rubber collectors) 
are working on Brazilian rivers, where the supply is yet more 
plentiful.” It is not, however, necessary to fell the castilloa 
trees to collect the rubber. 
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XII.—THE BOMA-MAYUMBE RAILWAY. 


Mr. R. Casement, H.M. Consul at Loanda, has forwarded, 
under date of 10th April last, a report upon the Boma-Mayumbe. 
Railway, now under course of construction in the Congo In- 
dependent State. 

In the report it is stated that the company is a limited com- 
pany, formed under the title of “Société des Chemins de fer 
vicinaux du Mayumbe,” constituted by decree of the Govern- 
ment of the Congo Independent State, dated 30th July, 1898. 

The convention between the company and the Government of 
the Congo Independent State, dated at Brussels the 21st Sep- 
tember, 1898, gives the railway company very considerable 
concessions. 

The company undertakes to construct a railway uniting, 
under the most favourable conditions, a point on the Lower 
Congo, accessible to ocean-going vessels, with a point in the 
basin of the Chiloango River accessible to steamers. 

The point of departure has been fixed at Boma, the chief 
seat of Government of the Congo State, situated on the north 
bank of the Congo, at a distance of between 50 and 60 miles 
from the sea. Boma is visited by vessels of 3,000 tons gross 
tonnage. The Chiloango River is a small stream of probably: 
not more than 100 miles in extreme length, for the greater. 
part of which distance it may be described as a ditch, navigable 
however for steam launches. 

It rises in the Congo State territory, and forming for a cer- 
tain distance the boundary between French territory and the 
Congo State, and then that between the Portuguese strip and 
the Congo State, it enters Portuguese territory about thirty 
miles from the coast, and discharges itself into the sea just 
north of the Portuguese Government post of Landana. 

Its chief tributary is the Lukula, a similar narrow stream 
which rises in the hills behind Boma, and after a course of 
some 60 miles, joins the Chiloango at the point where this 
river enters Portuguese territory at Nzobe. At this place the 
Congo authorities have a Government post and Custom House 
for controlling the imports and exports to and from the coast 
at Landana. 

The railway is intended to unite Boma with a point on the 
Lukula, and this point will probably be at Boma Sundi, at a 
distance of 40 or 50 miles above Nzobe. 

The railway thus proposed will be about 90 kilometres in 
length, and will consist of a single track of rails. 

The gauge is ten centimetres less than that of the Matadi- . 
Stanley Pool Railway, which is 2 feet 5} inches. 

The first part of the line from Boma will pass over fairly 
level ground, with few streams to cross or natural difficulties to - 
overcome. 
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At about 25 kilometres from Boma the forest country of 
Mayumbe is reached. This forest region if of very great 
extent, the name of Mayombe, or Mayumba, being applied by 
the natives to all the thick-wooded country on the north bank 
of the Congo stretching far into the French territory across the 
River Kwilu, and probably almost up to the basin of the 
Ogowe. 

Timber of large size and good quality is found all through it, 
and in certain parts the oil-palm is very plentiful. The Lukula 
drains a region thick with oil palms, and valuable also as a 
timber-bearing country. Hitherto the trade of this district has 
found its natural outlet by the narrow waterways of the Lukula 
and Chiloango (or “ Little Loango”’) to the sea at Landana— 
very largely to the benefit of the Portuguese settlement. 

The proposed line of railway will, however, tap the hinter- 
land of the Portuguese enclave, and divert the trade to Boma. 

The Congo Government and the Mayumbe Railway Company 
will no doubt benefit from this diversion of trade; but it may 
be doubted whether the general trader will largely profit, or 
his trade greatly increase in volume, as an immediate result of 
the construction of the railway. That will mainly depend on 
the manner of working the line, and on the scale of its charges. 

The Convention between the company and the Congo Govern- 
ment gives the former the right to apply the following as a 
maximum tariff :—

Other merchandise not distinguished may be charged 5 francs 
per 100 kilogrammes, with an augmentation of 7 per cent. of its 
Luropean value: 

The rates for passengers are based on the equally high appre- 
ciation of the value of the Mayumbe Railway, viz.: first-class 
250 franes; second class, 30 frances. By the Congo Railway to 
Stanley Pool, white persons must travel in the first class, the 
second being reserved for persons of colour, or rather for 
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“natives.” “Second class” on the Congo Railway means 
truck or goods accommodation. 

The same rules will doubtless apply to the Mayumbe Railway. 

It is interesting to contrast this maximum tariff by the line 
of communication European civilisation proposes to establish 
with the cost of transport to the coast and shipment of goods on 
board by the system of waterways. : 

The two chief articles of export from the district drained by 
the Chiloango, and its chief feeder the Lukula, have, up to the 
present, been palm oil and palm kernels. These have hitherto 
found their way to the sea without difficulty by the twin- 
ditches trenched as natural drains across this African estate. 
The European trader resided on the sea coast at Landana, and 
the produce of Mayumbe reached him there, brought either by 
native canoes or else in small steam launches capable of travers- 
ing the deep but narrow reaches of the Chiloango. Some mer- 
chants preferred to substitute these for the older method of 
canoe transport. By these means palm oil and kernels could 
be brought to the coast and put on board ship at Landana at a 
cost of not more than 15 francs per ton. Thence to Europe the 
steamships charged latterly a freight averaging 35s. per ton. 
Thus the produce of the oil-bearing regions of the Chiloango 
and Lukula could be put on the European markets, by the old 
method, now to be superseded, at a cost of 47s. 6d. per ton, or 
of a little over 50s. a ton if the discharge at European ports is 
added to the freight charges. 

By the railway these same products will be brought to Boma 
at prices which may go as high as the following :—Palm 
kernels, 50 francs the 1,000 kilos.; palm oil, 100 francs the 
1,000 kilos. 

At Boma the steamship companies now charge 5s. per ton 
for putting goods on board their vessels, in addition to the 
freight, which is the same (it may be more) as that charged 
from Landana to Europe. 

Palm kernels therefore, on board ship at Boma, would, by 
the maximum tariff of the railway, be charged almost as much 
as if shipped by the natural outlet at Landana as they are now 
charged on arrival at a European port, and palm oil almost 
double. It is evident that neither of these articles of African 
trade could support such a high transport tax and leave any 
margin of profit. 

Either then the maximum tariff of the Mayumbe Railway is 
meant never to be applied, or it is meant to ensure, if ever 
publicly applied, a monopoly of trade in the regions the line 
traverses to those persons or corporations who, by special con- 
vention, might hereafter secure partial and private exemption 
from its provisions. ; 

Such partial exemptions or other form of favourable treat- 
ment already exist on other African railways; and it is not 
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inconceivable that their application might be sought by in- 
terested parties in this region of Africa. 

_ The right to make distinctions would seem to be recognised 
under certain circumstances. Article 15 of the Convention 
prescribes that the company shall have no power to make tariff 
distinctions in favour of similar goods, carried over the same 
route in the same direction, and at a similar rate of speed, 
“which shall not have first been approved by the Government.” 
By Article 10 of the Convention the line must be in working 
order not later than the 31st December, 1901. P 

The subsidiary lines also projected, or in contemplation, must 
be completed at the latest by 31st December, 1908. 

During the first 25 years of the concession the company is 
not forced to have more than four intermediate stations be- 
tween the Congo and the Chiloargo, at points the Government 
is at liberty to decide upon. 

For the two first years of its working the company is forced 
to run one train per week each way; at the beginning of the: 
third year it must have at least two trains per week each way 
if the Government deems it necessary. 

The company is bound (Article 24) to establish telegraphic 
communication along all its lines at the cost of the Govern- 
ment, but the working of which must be carried out by the 
company’s staff without Government remuneration. The pro- 
ceeds of this telegraph system will be reckoned a source of 
public revenue. 

The Congo Government binds itself to neither itself construct 
nor to grant a concession for the construction of any other rail- 
-ways in the general direction of the lines constructed by the 
Mayumbe Company, during a period of 25 years from the date 
of the convention. The company, on its side, engages not to 
use any line it may build for the conveyance of passengers or 
—y between the Upper and Lower Congo before the Ist July, 

The first kilometre of rails from Boma is already laid, and 
the first engine, which arrived only at the beginning of March, 
was put together, and on the 18th March traversed, for the first 
time, some hundreds of yards of the railway. A German 
steamer completed the discharge, on the_19th March, of 6,000 
rails. This represents a length of over ten kilometres of rail- 
way now at Boma, and ready to be laid. 

Several hundred labourers, mostly natives of the coast line 

near the Congo, but with a fair and increasing number of 
Senegalese and British West Coast natives, are now employed 
on the work of construction. : 
__ The capital of the company has been fixed by Article 4 of the 
Government Decree already quoted at 3,000,000 francs. This 
capital may be increased by decision of a general meeting— 
with the approval of the Government. 
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XIII—NEW BULGARIAN COAST AND HARBOUR 
LAW. 


A copy of the new Bulgarian Coast and Harbour Law, passed 
by the Sobranje in December last, has been received at the 
Board of Trade through the Foreign Office. The following is a 
translation of the law in question :— 

Article 1—The police inspection of the coast and harbours is 
performed by the administration of the harbours, assisted by 
the administrative and police authorities. 

Article 2.—The administration of harbours is of the first, 
second, or third class, according to the class‘and the importance 
of the harbour in which it is situated. 

Article 3.—The first class is composed of a harbourmaster, a 
commissioner attached to the harbourmaster, and of the neces- 
sary number of under-commissioners and gendarmes. 

_ Article 4—The second class is composed of a harbour-com- 
missioner, acting as harbourmaster, and of the necessary 
number of under-commissioners and police. 

Article 5.—The third class is composed of an under-commis- 
sioner, acting as harbourmaster, and of the necessary number 
of police. 

Article 6—The Custom House authorities will administer 
harbours of the second and third class, until the administrative 
service is carried out. 

Article 7—The harbour administration is under the control 
of the Minister of Public Works, Ways and Means. As far as 
the Customs are concerned, it depends upon the Minister of 
Finance. During quarantine it will obey quarantine regula- 
tions, the harbourmaster being one of the quarantine authori- 
ties. It will act in concert with the Customs. It has the right. 
to ask for help from the administrative and police authorities ; 
and, on the other hand, it must help them if they appeal to it 
for assistance in case any breach of the law is committed in 
the harbour. 

Article 8—The employees will take the oath on accepting 
office. They will wear the proper uniform, and provision for 
their pay is made in the Budget. 

Article 9.—The harbour administration has the duty of 
watching the Bulgarian shores of the Black Sea and of the 
Danube, including harbours, basins, channels, roadsteads, and 
arms of the sea. 

Article 10.—The coast is limited by high-water mark. 

The bed of the Danube is considered to be the whole extent 
covered by the waters of that river in autumn. 
The beach is whatever is left high and dry by the sea. 

Article 11—The administration of harbours has to observe 
and to regulate :— 

(a) The entrance and exit of ships and their moorings in 
the harbours and basins, 
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(b) The landing and mooring of vessels at quays and 
ladders, as well as the service of porters and boatmen. 

(c) The landing and disembarking of travellers. 

(d) The loading, unloading, and warehousing of goods and 
ballast. 

(e) The exhibition of lights and all precautions against fire ; 
and in general whatever concerns order, cleanliness, 
and the preservation of State property. 

Article 12.—Every vessel entering, leaving, or mancuvring 
in the harbour is obliged to hoist her national colours; the 
eaptain or his representative must be on deck. Vessels must 
hoist their colours on Sunday and official holidays. 


Note.—Under the denomination of vessel are included ships, 
boats, lighters, and every species of craft, whether in- 
tended for open sea or coasting trade. 


Article 13.—Merchant vessels with cargoes of gunpowder, 
war stores, or, in general, of explosives of any kind, must hoist 
a red flag when they enter and during their stay in the harbour. 

Article 14.—Every vessel on entering a harbour is bound to 
provide herself with a permit from the sanitary authorities 
before touching either land or other vessels or persons. She 
must fiy the yellow flag until she receives this permit to land. 

Article 15.—Kvery ship’s captain, on receiving his permit, 
sends the harbour administration a written declaration, in 
which he states the name of the vessel, the names of the cap- 
tain, the owner and the agent, the place whence she comes, her 
tonnage and her water-line, the nature of her voyage and her 
destination, the nature and value of her cargo, and the 
number of her crew and passengers. 

The same declaration must be made when the ship leaves. 

When these declarations have been registered, the harbour 
administration gives to the vessel an entrance ticket on her 
entrance, and a pass when she leaves the harbour. 

Article 16.—Every vessel which enters the harbour is obliged 
to cast anchor or to moor to the quay at the spot pointed out 
to her by the harbour administration. 

Article 17.—Every vessel is bound to allow other vessels to 
moor there, to loose her ropes to facilitate the movement of 
other vessels, or the displacement of the various species of 
apparatus used for the loading and unloading of goods. 

Article 18.—Every vessel taking up her station in the har- 
bour and moored to the quay is bound, if the port authorities 
require her to do so, to allow other vessels to * ee themselves 
beside her, and to load or unload across her deck. 

Article 19.—In case of need, or if the orders of the harbour 
authorities are not obeyed, the latter may moor or put off 
vessels, and, in short, do as they deem best at the expense of 
the veésels. After having twice given an order to loose or put 
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off in cases of absolute necessity, the moorage ropes may be cut. 

Article 20.—Kvery vessel is bound to change her place, even 

if she has east anchor or moored to the quay, if the harbour 
administration thinks it necessary that she should do so, and 
gives a verbal order. 
- Article 21.—Vessels may not stay more than a month in har- 
bour. After this, they have to pay a fixed tax. Notwithstand- 
ing the payment of this tax, the harbour administration has the 
right to take out of the harbour any vessel which is not ready 
to go io sea, at the expense of her captain, consignee, or owner. 

Article 22.—Without a written permission from the harbour 
administration it is forbidden for any species of craft which do 
not undertake voyages, and have no stated crew, to enter the 
harbour. This permission is provisional; it is imposed with a 
special tax, and can at any time be cancelled. 

Article 23.—Without the special permission of the harbour 
administration vessels cannot remain moored to the quays 
beyond the period laid down by regulation for their loading 
and unloading. 

Article 24.—The transference of the cargo of one vessel to 
another, or to transport vessels, boats, &c., must be carried out 
at places used for anchorage and not at the quays. 

Kxception is made by the harbour authorities only in case 
the quays are free, and on the condition that the vessels will be 
removed—even before their operations are completed—if their 
place is wanted for other vessels. 

Article 25.—If fire breaks out on a ship, on the quays, or in 
the quarters of the town close to the port, each captain is bound 
to have his crew in readiness to help directly the harbour 
authorities ask him to do so. 

If fire breaks out on a ship, her captain or the man in charge 
of her, or in default of these the crews of neighbouring ships, 
are bound to give notice as soon as possible to the harbour 
authorities, 

All the business of putting out the fire is arranged by the 
harbour authorities; they have the right to call upon workmen 
in the port, crews of ships, fishing boats, &c., for help. 

Artic'e 26.—The owner of the vessel or other craft sunken in 
a harbour, navigable channel, or roadstead, is bound to rescue 
her and clear the bottom within the period laid down by the 
harbour authorities. If he does not do this, the harbour authori- 
ties can do it at the expense of the owner or captain. If the 
latter refuses to pay, the harbour authorities can proceed to the 
sale of the vessel or her cargo. 

Article 27.—The captain and the owner of the vessel are 
responsible for any damage caused to the harbour works by 
their vessel, save by the interposition of God. Damage caused 
to the harbour works by unloading, transference, displacement, 
or transport of goods, or by any other operation on the quays 
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must be made good by the owners, consignees, or shippers of 
the goods, as well as the persons who have been actively con- 
cerned in removing them. These persons are liable to be 
charged for such damage, and the demand can be enforced in a 


' eourt of law. 


Article 28.—The captains of vessels moored in the harbour 
are bound to look after tlhe conduct of their sailors, and see 
that they do not get into trouble. 

Article 29.—The harbour authorities are bound to render 
police help to the captain if he needs it for the restoration of 
order on board his ship. 

Article 30.—Without the permission of the harbour authori- 
ties, it is forbidden to take sand, stones, &c., from the beach 
or shore except at such spots as are mentioned on special lists. 
These lists are drawn up by the harbour authorities in concert 
with the harbour engineers, and confirmed by the Minister of 
Public Works. 

Article 31.—It is forbidden to raise buildings or plant trees 
on the shore or in the harbour without permission from the 
Minister of Public Works. Buildings which are not authorised 
will be stopped, or, if they are finished, they may, if necessary, 
be destroyed by the authorities at the expense of their owners, 
which does not prevent the latter from being prosecuted for 
infraction of the law. 

Article 32.—No vessels may leave the harbour without a pass. 

Article 33.—Vessels in the harbour are forbidden to 
approach vessels which are entering until the latter have re- 
ceived their free pass. Exception is made in the case of tugs 
and pilot boats. 

Article 34.—Except in case of absolute necessity, vessels are 
forbidden to cast anchor in the approaches of the harbour. 

Article 35—Except in cases of absolute necessity, vessels 
anchored in the harbour are forbidden to change their places 
without having obtained permission from the harbour authori- 
ties. 

Article 36.—Persons not belonging to the vessel are not 
allowed to cast off or loosen her ropes without the authorisation 
of the harbour authorities. 

Article 37.—Vessels must not enter the harbour with their 
guns loaded. 

Article 38.—Trading vessels carrying gunpowder, war stores, 
or explosives of any kind are not allowed to approach the quays 
and the other vessels, or to stop anywhere but at the place 
pointed out to them by the harbour authorities. They may not 
proceed to unload until they have taken all the precautionary 
steps laid down by the regulations. 

' Article 39.—Vessels moored to the quays are not allowed to 
stay there if they are neither loading nor unloading. 

Article 40.—Boats in the harbour must be in charge of a com- 
petent person. 
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Article 41.—It is forbidden to throw stones, ballast, or other 
material in the harbour, the roadstead, the navigable channels 
or their approaches, or in any part of the district marked out by 
the harbour authorities. ‘he removal of such materials will 
be undertaken at the cost of the persons who have caused them 
to be so deposited. 

Article 42.—If the factories or warehouses on the banks of 
navigable canals or on the quays are of such a nature that it 
is not possible to use them without encumbering the naviga- 
tion, their proprietors or tenants are responsible for dredging 
and clearing expenses. 

Article 43.—The loading, unloading, and transport of sand, 
broken stone, coal, &c., must be performed with proper caution. 
If, notwithstanding these precautions, portions of these sub- 
stances fall into the water, they must be taken out again im- 
mediately by the persons engaged or at their expense. 

Article 44.—It is forbidden to build, to draw up on the shore, 
to repair or to destroy any species of craft outside the places set 
aside for this purpose. In these cases, the permission of the 
harbour authorities is necessary. They arrange what pre- 
cautions are to be taken, and fix the time for the operation, and 
the length of time it shall take. 

Article 45.—Without a written permit from the harbour 
authorities, it is forbidden to bring into the harbour or other 
navigable waters vessels unfitted for navigation; vessels clan- 
destinely brought will be removed by the harbour authorities 
at the expense of the captain, the owner, or his representative, 
if he will not do it himself. 

Article 46.—It is forbidden to leave goods or other materials 
lying about on the quays, ladders, or other place within the 
harbour or docks without the permission of the harbour authori- 
ties. This permission is granted in return for the payment of a 
small fee, and for a fixed period. After the period has elapsed, 
if it is not prolonged, the goods must be removed; if not, the 
harbour authorities will have them transferred to a warehouse, 
whence they cannot be moved until the expenses of transit, 
warehousing, &c., havé been paid. In case of absolute neces- 
sity this measure can even be taken before the period of the 
permit has expired. 

Article 47.—Without special permission from the harbour 
authorities it is forbidden to discharge firearms or light ex- 
plosives on vessels or anywhere in the neighbourhood of the 
harbour. 

Article 48.—Dogs and monkeys must not be left loose on. 
vessels moored at the quays. 

Article 49.—It is forbidden to bathe in the harbour except at 
the point reserved for that purpose. 


Article 50.—It is forbidden to fish without permission. 
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Article 51—It is forbidden to light fires on the shore which 
might mislead mariners. 

Article 52.—It is forbidden to exhibit lights on the quays 
unless enclosed in a lantern, or to light a fire. 

Article 53.—It is forbidden to exhibit more light on a vessel 
than is required ffor the use of the crew, passengers, or 
engineers. Fires can only be lighted in stoves, and lights must 
be enclosed in lanterns. 

Article 54.—It is forbidden to light a fire on vessels not ready 
to go to sea, or on those left in charge of one man. 

Article 55 —Without permission it is forbidden to heat pitch 
or tar on vessels. ; 

Article 56.—It is forbidden to heat pitch or tar anywhere in 
the harbour except at the spot marked for this purpose. 

Article 57.—-It is forbidden to smoke or use matches on vessels 
or boats loaded with explosives, or on the quays during the 
loading or unloading of these substances. 

Article 58.—It is forbidden to leave about on the quays 
noxious substances. These should be removed as quickly as 
possible; if not, the harbour authorities will have them re- 
moved at the expense of the people who have left them lying 
about. 

Article 59.—It is forbidden to displace, injure, spoil, or 
destroy either the articles which serve to insure and facilitate 
navigation, or any accessories of the harbour. 

Article 60.—Captains are forbidden to give shelter in their 
ships to persons charged with offences against common law. 

Article 61—Captains are forbidden to engage or take into 
their service persons not belonging to their crews, without per- 
mission from the harbour authorities. 

Article 62.—Captains are forbidden to allow their crews to go 
ashore in defiance of the harbour authorities. 

Article 63.—Vessels are forbidden to enter the harbour at full 
speed. They must slacken their speed to its minimum. 

Article 64—Captains and overseers are forbidden to have 
goods loaded or discharged by private arrangement with lighter- 
men in contravention of the rules laid down by the harbour 
authorities. 

Article 65.—It is forbidden to appropriate articles belonging 
to other persons found in the water, along the shore, or in the 
harbour. Such articles when found must be taken to the har- 
bour authorities, who will reward the finders with 30 per cent. 
of their value. 

Article 66.—Infractions of §30, 39, 48, 49, 50, 58, and 62 are 
punished by a fine not exceeding 25 francs. 

Article 67.—Infractions of §12, 15, 25, 32, 44, 46, 47, 52, 53, 
54, 55, 56, 61, 64, and paragraph 1 of §65 are punished by a 
fine not exceeding 50 francs. 

Article 68.—Infractions of §16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 34, 35, 36, 40, 
43, and 68 are punished by a fine not exceeding 100 francs. 
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Article 69.—Infractions of §§13, 22, 31, 37, 38, 40, 45, 51, 
and 59 are punished with a fine not exceding 300 francs. 

Article 70.—Infractions of §§14, 33, and 75 are punished by 
a fine of from 50 to 100 francs. 

Article 71.—Infractions of §§23 and 24 are punished for the 
first day in excess by a fine of 20 francs, and for each succeed- 
ing day by a fine exceeding by 5 francs the fine of the day 
before. 

Article 72.—In case of renewal of the offence, the fine will 
be doubled. 

Article 73.—Infractions of §60 are dealt with in accordance 
with §340 in the Penal Code. 

Article 74.—The fines inflicted do not absolve those who pay 
them from having to repair the damage they have caused. 

Article 75.—Infractions of the present law are made the sub- 
ject of procés-verbaux drawn up by the harbour authorities 
at the moment when the infraction is reported. The proces- 
verbal ought to state : 


(a) The date and place where it has been drawn up. 

(6) The names of the agent who drew it up. 

(c) The names and nationality of the accused. 

(d) The nature of the infraction and the article of the law 
in question. 

(ec) The explanations given by the accused. 

The procés-verbal must be signed by the accused, by two 
witnesses, and by the agent who has drawn it up. If 
the accused refuses to sign, the fact is mentioned in 
the procés-verbal. 


Article 76.—The procés-verbal drawn up in the above form 
is legal evidence until the contrary is proved. 

Article 77.— The penalties laid down by §66, 67, 68, 69, 70, 
71, and 72 are inflicted by the harbourmaster, who must give a 
written reason for his decision. 

Article 78—On the basis of the procés-verbal, the harbour- 
master gives in writing a decision condemning the accused to 
whatever fine is involved in his act. The condemned has the 
power of appealing to a higher Court against the decision of the 
harbourmaster, within 15 days of the communication of the 
original verdict. If this period lapses, the judgment is final. 

Article 79.—The collecting of the fine is insured by a surety 
or bail. Vessels which render themselves liable to a fine cannot 
leave port until they have furnished this surety or bail. Ex- 
ception is made for vessels belonging to firms which have a 
representative on the spot, who undertakes, in writing, to pay 
the fine. 

Article 80.—In the same way, the payment of damages is 
provided for. 

Article 81.—All vessels, Bulgarian or foreign, which stop in 
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Bulgarian harbours, pay a harbour due in accordance with the 
tariff drawn up by the Council of Ministers. 

Article 82.—For infractions committed by the captains of 
ships, private persons and the authorities may demand the 
reparation of damages, or the payment of fines, charged either 
against the defendants or against the owners of the ships. 

Article 83.—The application of the present law will be 
vested in the hands of the Minister of Public Works. 

Article 84.—The taxes and fines levied in virtue of the pre- 
sent law will be paid into the exchequer. 


XTV.—REGULATIONS FOR THE RUSSIAN FLAX 
TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Foreign Office 
copy of a despatch from H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
reporting that the following enactment of the Council of the 
Empire for placing the flax trade on a proper footing has been 
confirmed by the Emperor, and published in the Bulletin of 
Laws of the Empire of the 11th/23rd May, 1899, No. 53:— 

In amendment and amplification of existing legal enactments 
it is ordained :— 

1. In regard to the sale in the interior of the Empire and 
abroad the following rules shall be observed :— 

Flax must not contain any admixture of refuse or other 
extraneous substances, and must not be moistened for the 
artificial increase of its weight. The bundles of flax must 
weigh not more than twenty pounds, and consist of fibre of 
uniform quality and dressing. 

The bundles of flax shall be made according to length of fibre 
without heads, and bound with only one band at a distance of 
the first third of their length, so that the ends of the fibre shall 
hang freely over both sides of the band, and that the fibre 
itself could be inspected without untying the bands. 

The band securing the bundle must be of flax. 

2. The punishments awarded by justices of the peace shall 
be amplified as follows :— 

For the sale, preparation, or storage of flax containing an 
admixture of refuse or other extraneous substances, or mois- 
tened for the artificial increase of the weight of the fibre, dealers 
guilty of such offences shall be liable to arrest for a period 
not exceeding one month, or tc a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred roubles. For non-observance of the provisions laid down 
in section 1, dealers guilty of their infringement shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred roubles. 

3. The provisions here laid down in sections 1 and 2 shall 
come into operation on the Ist/13th September, 1899. 
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XV.—CUSTOMS LAW OF THE ARGENTINE 
REPUBLIC. 


The following is a translation of the principal provisions of 
the Argentine Customs Law for 1899, as far as they relate to 
the import and export tariffs of the Republic :— 

[Note—In addition to the rates of duty prescribed in 
Articles 2 and 3 of this Customs Law and the supplementary 
tax leviable under Article 4, the following further surtaxes 
are to be collected up to 3lst December, 1899, in virtue of 
Law No. 3711 of 22nd September, 1898 :— 

(a) On articles paying 24 per cent. ad valorem, an additional 
2} per cent. ad valorem ; 

(6) On articles paying 4 per cent. ad valorem, an additional 
4 per cent. ad valorem ; 

(c) On articles paying 5 per cent. ad valorem, an additional 
5 per cent. ad valorem ; 

(d) On articles paying more than 5 per cent. ad valorem, an 
additional 10 per cent. ad valorem ; 

(e) On articles paying a specific rate of duty, an additional 
raie of 10 per cent. on their official valuation as set forth in the 
“Valuation Tariff.’’] 


I—Import duties.

Article 4.—The merchandise and produce subjected by the 
present law to the payment of import duties shali pay in addi- 
tion a supplementary tax of 2 per cent. ad valorem if subject 
to a duty of 10 per cent. or more, and 1 per cent. ad valorem if 
subject to a lower duty. 
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Article 5—Machinery imported for the establishment of 
tanning factories is exempt from the additional duty created by 
Law No. 3711.* 

Aloe fibre (pita), jute, or hemp, spun for plaiting, shall pay 
only half the additional duty established by the above law. 


II.—Export Duties. 


Article 6—The Argentine produce and manufactures enu- 
merated below shall pay on exportation the following duties :— 

4 per cent. ad valorem— 

Animal oil. 

Horns, and horn shavings of all kinds. 
Bone ash. 

Hair. 

Hides and skins. 

Hoofs of cattle and sheep. 

Horse fat or oil. 

Bones of all kinds. 

Sheeps’ wool, in the grease or washed. 
Hoofs (other than those of cattle). 
Ostrich feathers. 

Tallow or fat, melted or pressed. 

Article 7—-Old iron shall be subject to a duty of 5 pesos gold 
per 1,000 kilos. 

Article 8—Business houses engaged in import or export 
trade in merchandise, produce, &c., of all kinds, as well as 
those engaged in transit trade, shall pay a statistical tax of one 
per mille on the value of their transactions, whether the goods 
are or are not liable to Customs duties. 

The Customs shall include this tax in clearing the documents 
according to the different branches of the revenue and will 
collect it at the same time. 

_ The accounts of the amounts produced by this tax shall be 
kept in the form determined for each branch of the revenue. 


III.—Exemptions from duties. 


Article 9.-The importation of the following articles shall be 
free of duty :-- 
Cork in the bark or in strips. 
Animals in general, after examination by a veterinary 
surgeon. 
Sand and stone brought by vessels as necessary ballast and 
consigned to municipalities.

Dynamite and special powder for mines. 

Disinfecting ovens. 

Special packages, cases, &c. (cases put together or not and 
tin-plate cut for receptacles), iiaported directly by pre- 
served meat establishments and for use in packing pre- 
served meat. 

Specifics in general for curing sheep scab, &c. 

Vegetables and fruit, fresh, except grapes. 

Flour of wheat or maize. 

Old steel. 

Firewood of all kinds. 

Printed books in general, reviews, newspapers, and literary 
and scientific periodicals, whether illustrated or not, 
maps, geographical globes, and copy-books for schools. 

Locomotives and spare parts thereof. 

Maize, in the husk or grain. 

.Mowing, binding and reaping machines, with or without 
motor, platform, covers, or tarpaulins, and spare parts 
thereof. 

‘ Steam thrashing machines, with or without motor, covers, 
or tarpaulins, and spare parts thereof. 

Steam hulling or decorticating machines, with or without 
motor, covers, or tarpaulins, and spare parts thereof. 

Machinery for sugar refineries. 

Serum for the preventive or curative treatment of infec- 
tious diseases. 

Materials for the public health works and waterways of 
the provinces. 

Furniture and implements belonging to immigrants and 
forming their luggage. 

Munitions of war. 

Coins. 

Impure naphtha or petroleum and carburine. 

Articles destined exclusively for religious purposes, im- 

orted at the request of ecclesiastics. 

Tron (800 tons) for the Lasalle College, which is being 
built in the capital. 

Gold in nuggets, bullion or powder. 

Water filters of the Pasteur and similar systems. 

Fresh fish. 

Silver in bars or ingots. 

Living plants, in accordance with Law No. 2384. 
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Seed for sowing, in general, except such as is dutiable 
under the present law. 

Wheat. 

Articles for use in schools, imported at the request of the 
Provincial Governments or the National Council of 
Education. 

Article 10.—Scle leather, tanned leather, and other native 
produce, which is not specially taxed in the present law, shall 
be exported duty free. 

Article 11—The duties paid by exporters of butter and steri- 
lised milk on the importation of wooden boxes, fitted or not, on 
special packing paper, and on tins, shail be returned to them 
by the Customs when the exportation is effected. 

Article 12.—The Executive can grant no other exemptions 
from duty than thoze established by the present law or by 
special laws.

According to a report received through the Foreign Office,

Chamot cement, containing not more than 10 per cent. of frag- 
ments of stone, to be cleared under point 2 of section 72; duty, 
6 cop. per poud. As fire-proof bricks are to be recognised, only 
those that possess a smelting temperature’ exceeding 1,30U0° 
Celsius. The foregoing rule shall not be applied to clinkers. 

Natural mineral dye substances, containing an admixture of 
aniline, in whatsoever small a quantity, to be cleared under 
section 137; duty Rs. 4.50 per poud, as colouring substances 
not specially named. Under point 2 of section 125 shall be 
cleared natural dye substances only; duty from 15 cop. to 52} 
cop. per poud gross. Reels of papier maché, to be cleared 
similarly as paper rollers for the winding of yarn, under point 
: of section 177; duty, Rs. 4.95 per poud. Cocoa-nut mats to 

e cleared under section 190; duty Rs. 1.05 per poud. Point 17 
of Cireular No. 17,517 of 1894, respecting cocoanut fibre mats 
and matting is hereby rescinded. Dolls’ dresses and chemi- 
settes to be cleared under such points of section 209 as com- 
prise all articles of children’s wearing apparel; duty, from 
Rs. 4.05 to Rs. 12.60 per pound. 

Dolls clothed in dresses, not of silk tissue, as also in those of 
which silk is not the predominating material, irrespective of 
the lining, to be cleared under point 2 of section 215; duty, 
GO cop. per pound. 

In point 53 of Cireular No. 6238 of the Russian Department 
of Customs, dated 26th March/7th April last, the rate of duty on 
half-silk ribbons, with india-rubber thread worked in, and 
with kid backing glued on, was crrone ously given as 6 cops.

Norway. 
Tariff Modifications. 


With reference to the notification of certain changes in the 
Norwegian tariff published on page 458 of the last issue cf the 


| 
| 
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“Journal,” the Board of Trade have now received, through the 
Foreign Office, a complete copy of the revised Norwegian tariff, 
which came into force on the Ist April. A comparison of this 
with the previously existing tariff shows that, in addition to 
the alterations already noted, the following changes have been 
made in the tariff classification and in the rates of Customs duty 
leviable on various articles. The rates of duty stated are those 
which are leviable under the “minimum” tariff, and con- 
sequently on goods inported from the United Kingdom. 

The former tariff heading, * ‘Photographs, other than on 

paper” (duty, 75 dre per kilog., equal to 2/. 2s. 4d. per ewt.), 
has been suppressed, and such photographs are now to pay 
50 ére per kilog. (1/7. 8s. 2d. per ewt) under the head of “ Paper, 
lithographic or photographic articles, &c.” 

A new tariff heading has been raised for “ Wooden handles 
for umbrellas, parasols and walking sticks,” the duty applic- 
able being at the rate of 1 krone per kilog. (2/. 16s. 6d. per 
ewt.). ooden handles for walking sticks, formerly paid 
1 kr. 50 Gre per kilog. (4/7. 4s. 8d. per ewt.), and those for 
umbrellas and parasols 80 dre per kilog. (2/. 5s. 2d. per ewt.). 

“Paving stones and rough-hewn blocks” are now admitted 
duty-free, instead of paying 3 dre per kilog. (1s. 8d. per ewt.) 
as formerly. 

Wooden packing-cases now pay 3 dre per kilog (1s. 8d. per 
ewt.), in stead of 7 dre per kilog. (3s. 11}d. per ewt.), under the 
head of “ Wooden goods, not specially mentioned.” 

The former heading “Electric motor cars for use on rail- 
ways ” has been suppressed, and a new heading has been. raised, 
under which all motor cars are included. The duty on “* motor 
cars” is fixed at 15 dre per kilog. (8s. Gd. per ewt.). 


BELGIUM. 
Tariff Classifications. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copy of a notice published in the “ Moniteur Belge,” 
according to which felt used in the manufacture of electric 
accumulators is to be classed as “ Produits divers pour |’indus- 
trie,’ on which an import duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem is 
levied. 

Excise Duty on Glucoses. 

According to a decree published in the “ Moniteur Belge,” 
the decree of the 19th May, 1898, remitting part of the Excise 
duty on glucoses, when employed in certain specified industries, 
has been modified when referring to glucoses employed in the 
manufacture of colouring matter.

FRANCE. 
Certificates of Origin. 
In a recent despatch to the Foreign Office, Sir Edmund 
Monson, H.M. Ambassador at Paris, states that, in consequence 
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of complaints made by the London Chamber of Commerce that 
no attention has been paid by the French Customs officials to 
the circular issued by the Director-General of Customs on the 
27th of July last, instructing them to consider as sufficient the 
statements made in certificates of origin duly certified by 
chambers of commerce in England, unless there were special 
reasons to doubt their correctness or bond fides, M. Bous- 
quet, the Director-General of Customs, has stated that he has 
issued a further circular calling attention to the non- 
compliance of the Customs officials with his instructions. 
The circular states that it often happens that for insufficient 
reasons the sworn declarations are simply set aside, although 
their correctness is subsequently acknowledged by the experts, 
and that the systematic rejection by the French Customs of 
certificates of origin is not only a practice unjustifiable in itself, 
but also of a nature to provoke retaliatory measures on the part 
of the countries interested, and lead to injurious results for the 
French export trade. 

M. Bousquet also stated that he had given instructions 
that in future no expertise should be called for by the Customs 
q officials without reference to the central authorities in Paris. 


SPAIN. 


Assessment for Duiy of Cotton Yarn Waste. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copy of a translation of a Customs order as to the assess- 
ment of duty on cotton yarn waste entering Spain, as follows :— 

In consequence of a petition from the Barcelona National 
Industries Association, requesting that cotton yarn waste should 
be assessed as raw cotton, the result of the examination of the 
samples forwarded being that they were waste of tangled cotton 
yarn of different lengths and thicknesses, whose only use must 

; have been to be carded for yarn again, and that such waste 

' could not be considered as yarn properly speaking, as referred 
to in notes, to be assessed under No. 129 or Nos. 130 to 132, of 
the tariff, according to the threads being more or less than 
20 centimetres in length, because they could not be directly 
applied to them as being real yarns, the Director-General has 
resolved :— 

1. To inform the petitioners that the cotton yarn waste re- 
ferred to should be assessed under No. 129 of the actual tariff, 
if, as in the present case, they are imported in a form in which 
it is impossible to use them in the loom or for spinning without 
their being first submitted to the operation of carding. 


Tariff Decisions. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copy and translation of a Royal Order decreeing that for 
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the future naphtha and other oils included under Nos. 8a and 9a 
of the tariff, with the exception of petroleum, will be assessed 
for duty, by gross weight. 


Iraty—GreeEcz. 
Extension of Commercial Treaty. 

«A despatch, dated 28th April last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Athens, reporting that 
the Italian Minister has just arranged the extension of the 
existing commercial treaty, which would otherwise have come 


to an end on the 16th of May, till the end of the year 1899. 


BuLGaria. 
Prohibition of Importation of Oils. 


In a communication to the Foreign Office, under date of 
22nd May last, Mr. Francis E. H. Elliot, H.M. Agent and Con- 
sul-General at Sofia, reports that the Bulgarian official gazette 
notifies that the importation of oil of cotton seed, and of edible 
vegetable oils, mixed with oil of cotton seed, continues to be 
prohibited. The notification adds thaft such oils are only 
admitted to importation when destined for industrial uses, and 
then only when rendered unfit for food by the addition of 
petroleum or turpentine at the expense of the importer. 

The regulation which requires a sample of every consignment 
of edible vegetable oil to be forwarded to Sofia for analysis 
before it is allowed to pass the Customs, gives rise to much com- 
plaint. The analysis frequently takes several weeks, during 
which the importer is not only deprived of his goods, but is 
—— to pay warehouse dues upon them to the Custom 

ouse. 


SWITZERLAND. 
Trade Marks on Imported Matches. 


A despatch dated 6th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Berne, transmitting copy 
of a notice to the effect that all consignments of imported 
matches must bear the registered trade mark of the manu- 
facturer.

Orroman Empire. 
Export of Horses Permitted. 


A despatch, dated 19th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg, re- 
porting that the regulations forbidding the export of horses 
from the Ottoman Empire has been abolished, and that their 
export will be permitted in future on payment of five Turkish 
pounds on each horse. 


Unirep States. 
Immigration Regulations. 

The following circular has been issued by the Acting Secre- 
tary of War at Washington:—‘The laws and regulations 
governing immigration to the United States are declared to be 
in effect in the territory under government by the military 
forces of the United States, and collectors of Customs are 
directed to enforce said laws and regulations until the establish- 
ment of immigration stations in said territory. All money 


| 
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collected under this order must be deposited and accounted 
for as prescribed for Customs collections.” 


Customs Decisions. 


The following decisions relating to the classification of 
articles in the Customs Tariff, and the application of the 
Customs laws of the United States, have recently been given 
by the authorities of that country :— 

Vegetable Fibre—A fibrous substance stripped from Cuban 
trees and imported for use in binding bales of tobacco is duti- 
able as a manufacture of “other vegetable fibre,” under para- 
graph 347, Act of 1897, at 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Copyrighted Books——Books translated and printed exclu- 
sively in languages other than English, are not subject to the 
prohibition of Section 3 of the Copyright Act of 3rd March, 
1891, and may be imported free of duty, notwithstanding the 
English editions are copyrighted in the United States. 

Sea Grass—The plant known as Zostera marina, or eel 
grass, eel wrack, sea grass, &c., used as a packing and uphol- 
stering material, is free of duty under paragraph 566, Act of 
1897, for “all other textile grasses or fibrous vegetable sub- 
stances, not dressed nor manufactured in any manner. 

Willow Cuttings——Willow cuttings are dutiable at the rate 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 198, Act of 1897, 
as “ wood unmanufactured, not specially provided for.” 


Additional Import Duties on Sugar imported from Belgium. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of a circular of the United States’ Treasury Department 
stating that, in pursuance of the provisions of Section 5 of the 
Act of 24th July,, 1897, the following amount of bounties paid 
or bestowéd on the export of sugars by Belgium, are hereby 
declared for the assessment of additional duties on sugars im- 
ported from, or the product of, that country, viz.:On raw sugar, 
4.50 francs per 100 kilograms; on refined sugar, 4.60 francs per 
100 kilograms. 


Consular Bills of Health. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of a circular addressed by the Treasury Department of the 
United States to collectors of Customs and others as follows :— 

“You are directed to notify this Department promptly of the 
arrival at your port of any vessel from a foreign port without 
consular bills of health as prescribed by the Quarantine Act of 
15th February, 1893, and to state the port of clearance of the 
vessel, and any ports of call, with the dates of each, number and 
class of passengers, general nature of cargo, and the present 
sanitary condition of the vessel as reported by the quarantine or 
health authorities for your port, together with the master’s 
reasons for failure to produce the required bill of health, your 

c2 
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judgment of their validity, and any circumstances essential for 
the guidance of the Department in considering the case. The 
master’s statement, or application, for relief from fine incurred, 
should be made under oath, and be subscribed by him and 
forwarded through your office with your report thereon. 

“United States consular bills of health are not required from 
any port where there is no United States consul or United 
States consular officer.” 


Inter pretation of Customs Administrative Act of 1890. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copy of a circular of the Treasury Department of the 
United States with reference to the construction of sections 16 
and 17 of the Customs Administrative Act of 30th June, 1890. 

In the exercise of the authority conferred by these sections, 
the appraiser at New York propounded certain interrogatories 
to an importer which the latter refused to answer, insisting 
that they were inquisitorial and impertinent. A question then 
arose as to the course to be pursued under the Customs Adminis- 
trative Act in determining whether the interrogatories were 
proper or not. Acting under the advice of the solicitor of the 
Treasury, the Department promulgated a ruling to the effect 
that the Board of General Appraisers, in a reappraisement pro- 
ceeding under section 13, may determine whether the importer 
was justified in refusing to answer the interrogatories. The 
Beard of General Appraisers at New York have declined to act 
in accordance with this ruling, holding that in a reappraise- 
ment proceeding under section 13, they have no authority to 
pass upon a question of law relating to the propriety of an 
interrogatory propounded by the appraiser. 

The Acting Atiorney-General is of the opinion that the 
Board of General Appraisers were right in refusing to hear and 
pass upon a question of law thus attempted to be submitted to 
them in a reappraisement proceeding under section 13. Section 
17 provides that if the importer refuses to answer any interro- 
gatory propounded under section 16, “the appraisement which 
the general appraiser, or Board of General Appraisers, or local 
appraiser, or collector, when there is no appraiser, may make 
of the merchandise, shall be final and conclusive.” The refusal 
to answer which makes an appraisement final and conclusive 
under section 17 is an unlawful refusal. The interrogatory 
which must be answered under the penalty of a conclusive 
appraisement is a proper and lawful interrogatory. Some 
authority must determine primarily the question as to whether 
the interrogatory is proper, and the refusal unlawful and the 
appraisement conclusive. 

The Collector is the officer to determine this Question.—Under 
section 13, the appraiser must report to the Collector his deci- 
sion as to the value of the merchandise appraised. If the Col- 


| 
| 
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lector deems the appraisement too low, he may order a re- 
appraisement; and if the importer is dissatisfied with the 
appraisement, “and shall have complied with the requiremeiits 
of law with respect to the entry and appraisement of his mer- 
chandise,” he may give notice to the Collector in writing, and 
the Collector shall at once direct a reappraisement. 


Marking of Bags for Drawback. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of a Treasury circular of the United States Government 
as follows :— 

“The provision of Article 777 (p. 340) of the Customs Regu- 
lations of 1892, that bags entered for exportation with benefit 
of drawback must be plainly marked with words “ For draw- 
back,’ is hereby supplemented as follows :— 

“Such marking must be made with indelible ink upon the 
side of the bag exhibiting the brand, in letters not less than 
2 inches in height and of proportionate width. 

“The foregoing regulation to apply to bags manufactured 
after Ist July, 1899. Bags manufactured prior to Ist July, 
1899, are admissible under the old regulations, if marked with 
the words ‘ For drawback’ in indelible ink, but if not so marke? 
they must be re-marked plainly with the words ‘ For drawback ’ 
in indelible ink, and preliminary entries hereinafter made for 
such bags must state that they were manufactured prior to Ist 
July, 1899.” 

Bonds for Release of Vessels Seized. 


The following are the provisions of an Act of the United 
States Government relative to the giving of bonds in causes of 
Admiralty jurisdiction :— 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress, assembled, That 
section 941 of the Revised Statutes be, and the same is hereby, 
amended to read as follows :— 

‘Sec. 941. When a warrant of arrest or other process in rem 
is issued in any cause of Admiralty jurisdiction, except incase’ 
of seizures for forfeiture under any law of the United States, 
the marshal shall stay the execution of such proces, or dis- 
charge the property arrested if the process has been levied, on 
receiving from the claimant of the property a bond or stipula-- 
* tion in double the amount claimed by the libelant, with suffi- 
cient surety, to be approved by the judge of the court where the 
cause is pending, or, in his absence, by the collector of the port, 
conditioned to answer the decree of the court in such cause. 
Such bond or stipulation shall be ret-rned to the court, and 
judgment thereon, against both the principal and suerties, may 
be recovered at the time of rendering the decree in the original 
cause. And the owner of any te. may cause to be executed 
and delivered to the marshal a bond or stipulation, with suffi- 
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cient surety, to be approved by the judge of the court in which 
he is marshal, conditioned to answer the decree of said court 
in all or any cases that shall thereafter be brought in said court 
against the said vessel, and thereupon the execution of all such 
process against said vessel shall be stayed so pe as the amount 
secured by such bond or stipulation shall be at least double the 
aggregate amount claimed by the libelants in such suits which 
shall be begun and pending against said vessel; and like judg- 
ments and remedies may be had on said bond or stipulation as 
if a special bond or stipulation had been filed in each of said 
suits. The court may make such orders as may be necessary to 
carry this section into effect, and especially for the giving of 
proper notice of any such suit. Such bond or stipulation shall 
be indorsed by the clerk with a minute of the suits wherein 
process is so stayed, and further security may at any time be 
required by the court. If a special bond or stipulation in the 
particular cause shall be given under this section, the liability 
as to said cause on the general bond or stipulation shall cease.’ ”’ 
Removal of Anthracite Coal from List of Free Imports. 

Mr. W. Clayton Pickersgill, H.M. Consul-General at San 
Francisco, in a communication to the Foreign Office, dated 
2nd May last, reports that a decision has recently been given 
by Judge Morrow, of the United States Circuit Court, which 
has the effect of entirely removing anthracite coal from the 
list of free imports, on which it was placed in 1870. 

At that time the quantity of anthracite produced outside the 
United States was small enough to be ignored, but extensive 
fields of it were opened subsequently in Wales, and the price 
of labour there being lower than in the United States, protec- 
tion of the American miners was considered to be a necessity, 
especially after the importations from Swansea had increased 
from 1,928 tons in 1886, to 86,800 tons in 1894. 

Consequently an Act was passed in July, 1897, imposing a 
duty of 67 cents a ton on all foreign coal containing less than 
92 per cent. of fixed carbon—which is just above the standard 
of the Welsh anthracite. 

On the same day an importer was called upon by the Collector 
of Customs at San Francisco for duty on 3,490 tons, which had 
arrived from Swansea in the British ship “ Muskoka” He 
paid under protest, and appealed to the Board of General 
Appraisers in New York, by whom the Collector’s demand was * 
sustained. The decision of the judge of the Circuit Court up- 
holds that of the appraisers, the appellant being obliged to admit 
that the coal contained less free carbon than the law requires. 


Untrep States—-SwitzERLAND. 
Modification of Commercial Treaty. 
The Foreign Office have received a despatch from H.M. 


| 
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Minister at Berne, reporting that the United States Govern- 
ment have given Switzerland notice that the effect of Articles 
8 and 12 granting unconditional most-favoured-nation privi- 
leges in the United States—Swiss Commercial Treaty of 1850 
shall cease on the 23rd of March next. 

The circumstances which have led to this determination on 
the part of the United States Government are that Switzerland 
claims the same rights, chiefly regarding the duties on silk, 
which have been accorded by the United States to France by a 
recent arrangement with that country (in consequence of certain 
corresponding concessions made by the latter), but which are 
not regarded by the Swiss Government as in any way debarring 
Switzerland from the enjoyment of similar privileges. 


Unitrep States—Cusa, Porto Rico, 


Shipping Regulations. 

No merchandise shall be brought, under penalty of forfeiture 
thereof, into Cuba, Porto Rico, or the Philippine Islands, from 
the United States or any foreign country, in any vessel measur- 
ing less than thirty tons gross, in capacity. 


Export Duties. 


Export duties paid in Cuba, Porto Rico, or the Philippin 
Islands will be refunded on the return of the merchandise to 
those islands without having been advanced in value, or changed 
in condition, by any process of manufacture while abroad. 


Currency of Invoices for Assessment of Duty. 


Article 15 of the Regulations for Cuba and Porto Rico. is 
amended to read as follows : — 

For the assessment of duty, the currency of the invoice must 
be reduced to the money of account of the United States upon 
the basis of the values of foreign coins, as proclaimed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury on the first days of January, April, 
July, and October of each year. The date of the invoice will 
indicate the value of the currency. 

Article 17 of the Regulations for Cuba and Porto Rico and 
Article 8 of the Regulations for the Philippine Islands are 
amended to read as follows : — 

The consignee named in the bill of lading, or the person to 
whom such consignee shall, by indorsement, have assigned the 
bill of lading, shall present to the officer duly designated for 
that purpose by the military authority his bill of lading, an 
invoice describing the goods, showing their character, quantity 
and cost, together with an entry in dupl.cate showing the name 
of the importer and of the vessel of importation, the place 
whence the goods were imported, the date of their arrival at the 
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port of destination, the marks and numbers of the packages, the 
nature and quantity of their contents, their value, including 
costs incurred in packing them for shipment, and the currency 
in which the invoices were made out. The invoice must be 
made out in the currency of the country of exportation and 
need not be verified. The entry shall be signed by the importer, 
who must make affidavit to the truth of all the statements con- 
tained therein, and shall agree in value and description with 
the facts shown by the invoice. 

. By direction of the President, paragraphs 4 and 5, respec- 
tively, on page 8 of the Amended Customs Tariffs of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, are hereby amended so as to read as follows :— 

No vessel shall be allowed to clear for another port until all 
her cargo shall be landed or accounted for. All goods not duly 
entered for payment of duty within five days after their arrival 
in port shall be landed and stored, the expense thereof to be 
charged against the goods. 


Clearing of Vessels in Ports in Possession of the United States. 


Every vessel shall, on arrival, be placed under Customs 
control until duly discharged. Passengers with no dutiable 
property in their possession may be permitted to land without 
detention. If any merchandise be found on board any vessel 
which is not included in her manifest produced as required by 
these regulations, the master shall forfeit an amount equal to 
the value of the merchandise not manifested, and all such mer- 
chandise belonging to or consigned to the officers or crew of the 
vessel, shall be forfeited. These forfeitures shall not be in- 
curred, however, if it shall be made to appear to the principal 
Customs officer at the port, that the errors and omissions in the 
manifest were made without intention of fraud or collusion. 
In such case the master may be allowed to correct his manifest 
by means of a post entry. Should any package or article named 
on the manifest be missing on the arrival of the vessel, or if 
the merchandise on board does not otherwise agree with the 
manifest delivered by the master, except as above prescribed, 
the master shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars ; 
but if it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the principal 
Customs officer at the port that no nart whatever of the mer- 
chandise of such vessel has been unshipped, landed, or unladen 
since it was taken on board, except as specified in the manifest, 
and pursuant to permits, or that the disagreement is by accident 
or mistake, in such case the penalty shall not be inflicted. 


Unitep StatTes—Cvusa. 
Regulations for Coasting Trade. 


By direction of the President, paragraph ‘‘(b)” of the 
Regulations entitled “Coasting Trade of Cuba,” on page 9 of 
“Amended Customs Tariff and Regulations for Ports in Cuba 
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in Possession of the United States,” is hereby amended by the 
insertion of the following proviso at the end of said paragraph : 


“And provided further that any resident in Cuba of any 
nationality, and also any citizen of the United States, may serve 
as master on such vessel without renouncing and abjuring his 
allegiance or nationality. Such person, however, shall be re- 
quired to make and sign an oath in Spanish or English, at his 
option, as follows :— 


, measuring ............ tons, swear that during 
my service as master, the permit granted to said vessel to 
engage in the coasting trade of the Island of Cuba, shall not be 
used for any other vessel or in any trade or business whereby 
the revenue of the island shall be defrauded, and that I will 
obey the laws and regulations prescribed by the properly con- 
stituted authorities of said island.” 


Currency of Invoices for Assessment of Duty. 


For the asessment of duty, the currency of the invoice 
must be reduced to the money of account of the United States 
upon the basis of the values of foreign coins, as proclaimed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the first days of January, 
April, July, and October of each year. The date of the con- 
sular certificate will indicate the value of invoice currency. 

Where an invoice is made out in Spanish silver pesetas and 
accompanied by a consular certificate showing the equivalent 
value thereof in Spanish gold pesetas, then the duty thereon 
may be assessed on the basis of the Spanish gold peseta. 

When the standard value of a foreign coin has not been thus 
proclaimed, any invoice expressed in such coin must be acom- 
panied by a consular certificate showing its value in standard 
gold dollars of the United States. 


Tariff Modifications. 


By direction of the President, Notes 1 and 2 of Group 4, 
Class XI., of the “‘Amended Customs Tariff and Regulations for 
Ports in Cuba in Possession of the United States,” are hereby 
suspended. (See “ Board of Trade Journal” for March, 1899.) 

By direction of the President of the United States certain 
paragraphs of the “Amended Customs Tariff and Regulations 
for Ports in Cuba in Possession of the United States,” are 
amended so as to read as follows :—

Ports of Entry. 

With reference to a note on p. 529 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for March last, the port of San Juan has now been 
designated as the chief Customs port of Porto Rico, and the 
following have been declared to be sub-ports, viz.: Ponce, 
Mayaguez, Arecibo, Aguadilla, Humacao, Arroyo, and Guanica.

Regulations for Foreign Vessels entering at Porto Rican Ports. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of a Treasury decision of the United States Government, as 
follows :— 

Paragraph 2 of the Porto Rican regulations reading as fol- 
lows :— 

“2. Trade between ports of the United States and all ports or 
places in Porto Rico, and trade between ports or places in Porto 
Rico shall be carried on in registered vessels of the United 
States and in no others,” 
was modified by Tariff Circular No. 58 so as to permit foreign 
vessels to load and clear from Porto Rican ports for the United 
States, but foreign vessels are not allowed to enter Porto Rican 
ports when carrying cargo and passengers from the United 
States. This is the construction placed upon this circular by 
the War Department. 


Unitep IsLanps. 
Customs Ports. 


The port of Manila has been duly designated as the chief 
Customs port of the Philippine Islands, and the following have 
been declared to be sub-ports, viz.: Iloilo, in the Island of 
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Panay; Cebu, in the Island of Cebu, and San Luis d’Apara in the 
Island of Guam, and the officer of the Army duly assigned to 
each of said ports as Collector will have general jurisdiction of 
the collection of Customs at such ports, respectively. 


Costa Rica. 
Tariff Modifications. 


The following decrees of the Costa Rican Government have 
been promulgated through the official publication, “La 
Gaceta ” :— 

. “Article 1 of Decree No. XXIV., of 18th July, 1893, is modi- 
fied as follows :— 

Article 1—A duty of 1.50 peso per ton register of vessels 
shall be collected on the exportation of wood through the port 
of Puntarenas or any other open port on the Pacific coast. The 
Customs Administrator is, when he deems necessary, authorised 
to control the capacity of the vessels.” 

Article 2 of the fiscal code of 31st October, 1885, is amended 
as follows :— 

“ Article 2.—Foreign vessels, other than steamships, entering 
with a cargo of goods shall be liable to the following dues :— 

“1. As port dues, to be applied to the maintenance of 
the Marine Hospital, 25 centavos per ton of cargo destined to 
Costa Rica. 

_-**2, As light dues, 10 pesos on entry and departure.” 

Railway stock, fixed and rolling, imported for the construc- 
tion of lines to be established on premises in the neighbourhood 
of the Atlantic Railway, and destined to the exclusive use of 
such premises, shall, for a period of two years, reckoned from 
28th October, 1898, be exempt from Custom duties and wharfage 
dues. 

Articles of aluminium, weighing less than 2 kilograms each, 
such as basins, plates, pots, chafing dishes, frying pans, and 
other utensils for domestic use, shall be liable to a duty of 22 
centavos per kilogram. 


Soutm REPUBLIC. 


Duty on Tobacco fom Cape Colony. 


According to a Customs notice in the “Cape of Good Hope 
Government Gazette” the special Customs duty of 6d. per Ib. 
levied in the South African Republic on roll and leaf tobacco, the 
preduce of Cape Colony, has been abolished, and that such tobacco 
will now be admitted into that state upon payment of the ad 
valorem duty of seven and one-half per cent., provided that on 
importation it Le accompanied by a certificate frcm the producer, 
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duly authenticated bya resident magistrate or field-cornet, bearing 
the seal or stamp of such official, tothe effect that the tobacco is 
bond fide the produce of Cape Colony. 


Britiso Inp1a. 
Duty on Galvanised Hoop Steel. 


According to a Customs circular of the India Office hoop steel, 
galvanised, is assessed for duty on importation into British India 
at one per cent. ad valovem. 


British GuIANA. 
Tariff Modifications. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Customs duties 
ordinance for the Colony of British Guiana for 1899. 

All the duties have been increased by 16} per cent., except 
those on spirits, tobacco, rice, bread, flour, butter, ghee, lard, 
cleomargarine, beef, pork, and cornmeal, 

The following modifications in the table of specific Customs 
duties are noteworthy.

The declared value of wine imported is to include the cost of 
packing, bottling, and casing. 

Clay pipes are subject to a maximum allowance of 20 per cent. 
for breakage. 

Aérated or mineral waters are subject to a maximum allow- 
ance of 5 per cent. for breakage. 

The duty on onions is subject to an allowance of 12} per cent. 
for deterioration on voyage in lieu of any allowance for survey. 

Malt liquor in bottle is subject to a maximum allowance of 
5 per cent. for breakage. 

Meats preserved in jars or bottles are subject to the same duty 
as when imported in tins, viz., 2 cents per lb. If any of the 
articles enumerated in the schedule of those subject to specific 
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duties are imported in any bag, box, tin, jar, bottle, or any 
other package marked or labelled, or commonly sold as con- 
taining or commonly reputed to contain a specific quantity of 
such article, such bag, box, &c., shall be deemed as against the 
importer, to contain such specific quantity. 


JAMAICA. 
Proposed Tariff Modifications. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial 
Office, copy of a Bill now before the Legislature of Jamaica to 
amend the Customs Tariff of that Colony. The chief alterations 
proposed in the Tariff are :— 

In the specific duties an increase in the rates on live stock, 
Indian corn and oats, and a reduction in the rates on common 
soap and matches. 

In the ad valorem duties, a reduction of the 20 per cent. and 
25 per cent. rates on clothing, textiles, hardware, cutlery, 
jewellery, and fancy goods to 163 per cent., and an increase in 
the rates on goods unenumerated from 12} per cent. to 163 
per cent. 

In the free list the removal of printed books, fresh fish, and 
vegetables, implements and tools for agriculture, &c., machines 
and mills used for the preparation of local products, steam 
engines and printing materials from the list. 

These articles are made liable, by the proposed tariff, to an, 
ad valorem duty of 162 per cent. 

The Bill provides that in the interests of the island, the 
Governor-in-Council may exempt from duty any articles 
required for use in connection with local industries, or in the 
preparation of local products or otherwise. 

The Bill has been read the first time, and, according to the 
law of Jamaica, the proposed rates of duty are being levied. 


LaGos. 
Increase of Duty on Spirits. 


The Board of Trade have received information from the 
Colonial Office to the effect that an ordinance was passed on 
the 13th instant, raising the duty on spirits imported into 
Lagos from 2s. to 3s. per gallon. 


Care Cotony. 
New Port of Entry. 
The “South African Trade Journal” reports that Francis 


Town has been declared a port of entry where or through which 
goods may and must be imported into and exported from the 
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Bechuanaland Protectorate, and that portion of Government 
Notice of 26th June, 1893, and Government Notice of 6th June, 
1898, by which Palapye and Mochudi were declared ports has 
been cancelled. 


Regulations for the Importation of Pigs. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial 
Office, copy of a letter from the Agent-General for the Cape of 
Good Hope on the subject of the regulations of 25th February, 
1897, governing the importation of pigs into the colony, and 
stating that it i been decided that such animals will not be 
allowed to be landed from ships at Cape Town unless the certi- 
ficate and declaration mentioned in the regulations is forth- 
coming. The regulations were published in the “ Board of 
‘Trade Journal” for May, 1897. 


Nicer Coast Protectorate. 
Increased Duty on Spirits Imported. 


The Board of Trade have received information from the 
Colonial Office to the effect that the duty on spirits imported 
into the Niger Coast Protectorate, will on and after the 17th 
June next, be raised from 2s. to 3s. per gallon. 


XVII.—EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR 
REPORTS. 


RurAL STORES IN SOUTHERN RwssiIA FOR SALE OF AGRICULTURAL 
Macuinery, &c. 


The deplorable condition of the peasantry and the primitive 
methods of agriculture, to which the inadequate yield of the 
extensive grain areas of Russia is commonly attributed, are evils 
against which the Russian Government are endeavouring to provide 
remedies. Foremost among these may be mentioned the recent 
abrogation of Customs duty on agricultural machines and imple- 
ments, fertilisers, and other agricultural requisites; the establish- 
ment of stores for their sale on a system of easy instalments in the 
more important rural districts, besides other similar measures such 
as the advancement of money on grain and the reduction of 
railway rates on agricultural produce. 

- With regard to the stores already briefly alluded to there is every 
indication that they might be made to serve as safe and easy 
channels for the supply of British goods direct to the consumers. 
The British Acting Consul-General at Odessa in a report to the 
Foreign Office states that it is within his knowledge that in one 
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instance, at all events, British enterprise has already taken advantage 
of the stores in question, in that it is supplying them in many parts 
of the Empire with nitrate of soda from one central point and 
leaving the managers of the stores to push this fertiliser among 
the farmers and landowners in each locality. This form of opening 
up new districts for British manufacturers of all articles useful 
to estate proprietors appears to be particularly easy and secure, 
inasmuch as many of the stores are worked in connection with the 
“ Zemstvos” or official rural bodies. Others, again, are conducted 
upon co-operative lines, and receive the warmest support of the 
many estate-owners holding shares in them. The system upon 
which business transactions are carried out also appears to be 
favourable to the buyer, since the avowed object of these esta- 
blishments is to supply articles specially adapted to the soil and 
requirements of each district at prices leaving no more than a fair 
margin of profit on each transaction, while members may benefit 
by advantageous terms of credit to the extent of two-thirds of the 
cost of their purchases. To ensure the stores against loss pur- 
chasers are required to draw up on specially provided forms 
inventories of their estates, specifying in detail the number of 
buildings, stables, horses, carts, &c., as the case may be, belonging 
to them, upon which the stores acquire a lien to the amount of the 
credit given. In default of payment within the term stipulated— 
usually a year to 18 months—the property may be distrained upon. 
In this way a steadily increasing trade is being done, manufacturers 
all over Russia being eager to establish business connections with 
the stores.—(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 2255.) 


BritisH CariraL IN Rwssia. 


The British Vice-Consul at Mariupol in his last report says :— 
“ As pointed out in previous reports, British capitalists for some 
unknown reason fight shy of the Dunetz Basin, and Belgian, 
French, and German companies have things all their own way ; 
for instance, at the present day, out of 70 metallurgical and other 
works in the Donetz Basin, at least 90 per cent. of which are of 
foreign origin, I doubt if more than five or six can be placed to the 
credit of England. This is the more strange when one comes to 
consider the large dividends the existing companies are paying, 
the enormous markets they have at their command, and the 
manner in which the Russian Government fosters home production 
by the imposition of heavy protective duties, &c., The absence of 
British companies naturally has an effect on the origin of the 
imports. With the preponderance of Belgian works, all orders for 
machinery and other materials as a matter of course go to Belgium, 
whereas were it the other way England would also participate and 
thus secure a larger share of the import trade, and at the same 
time a new field would be opened for the British workman.” 
(Foreign Office, Annual Serizs, No. 2265.)

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INCREASED FOR RvusstaN TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 
Improved Communication between Finnish and Swedish ports. 


A despatch, dated 29th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Stockholm, reporting that a 
proposal for bringing certain Russian products, including those of 
Finland and Siberia, into closer connection with England is 
expected shortly to come prominently forward through an 
improvement and acceleration of the communications between Abo, 
the nearest port of Finland and Stockholm. 

A concession will be asked for, and probably will be granted, for 
a line of railway from Stockholm to Kapelskar, one and a-half hour 
distant, and thence for a line of steamers reaching the port of Abo 
in ten hours. Several proposals have been on foot during the last 
few years, during which the butter, eggs and poultry business has 
been largely developing in Russia. It may be said that since 1896 
the trade in poultry and game with Stockholm has increased to 
such an extent that the market is fully supplied thence, all the 
year round, and the Finnish butter trade is known to be very 
considerable. Steam ice-breakers keep the communication open 
through the whole winter. 

It is calculated that by the improved route perishable goods can 
be placed on the London market within seventy-four hours of the 
time they leave Finland, and the idea is to foster trade between 
Russia and London across Sweden via Géteborg. The line, with 
complement of steamers and port works at Kapelskar, is estimated 
to cost about 225,000/., and the goods and passenger traffic on 
this hoped-for new concession is believed to be ready to yield a 
gross return of over 50,000l. a-year, of which it is calculated 
that one-half will be net profit. 

The object of the new line is largely commercial, and, combined 
with the low freight charges on Russian railways and the newly- 
awakened efforts of Sweden to improve all her communications 
with the world, lead one to look for a considerable amount of 
success to the undertaking, and that within a short time. 


IMPORTATION OF BICYCLES INTO CHRISTIANIA. 


A despatch, dated 30th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Christiania, 
reporting that the total number of bicycles imported into Christiana 
during the past month of April, amounted to 1,509, or an increase 
of about 50 per cent. as compared with the importation of 1898. 
British and American machines seem to be most in favour, 1,050 
bicycles having been imported last month from these two countries, 
as against 302 during the month of April, 1898. The German 
article shows a falling-off, only 3896 bicycles having so far come 
this year from Hamburg, as compared with 617 last year. The 
American machines are said to be especially sought after, owing 


| 
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to their light and elegant appearance. The total importation of 
bicycles for the two months of March and April in 1898 and 1899 
has been respectively 1,652 and 2,071 bicycles. This is exclusive 
of the large consignments of parts of bicycles imported into 
Norway. 


RatLway Norway: PRoBpaBLE OPENING FOR 
BritisH TRADE. 

A despatch, dated 24th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul-General, at Christiania, stating 
that the Storthing have voted the sum of 37,500/. for the 
improvement and extension of the Eastern Railway Station at 
Christiania, and 30,5551. for the purchase of land in connection 
with the same. 

The sum of about 111,111/. was further voted for the purchase 
of rolling stock for the Norwegian State Railways. A knowledge 
of the above may be not without interest in British trade circles in 
view of tenders which may be called for at a future date. 


Scotch HeErrinGs In 


H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that the total quantity 
of Scotch herrings imported into Hamburg in 1898 was the largest 
experienced yet during any one season, and amounted to 231,981 
barrels, as against 143,001 barrels in 1897, and 163,266 barrels in 
1896. The increase last year was chiefly in “ crownfulls,” owing 
to their large consumption in consequence of low prices, and in 
spite of the large supply, only 700 to 800 barrels are stated to 
have remained for sale at the end of December. “Matjes” likewise, 
in spite of higher value, sold well; and altogether Hamburg 
importers and dealers did a profitable business last year. The 
increased demand is ascribed to the rise in the price of meat in 
Germany, which has been due to the German restrictions on the 
importation of live cattle, a measure much complained of by a 
large part of the public in this country. In addition to the 
importations of Scotch fish, already mentioned, about 96,640 
barrels of German-cured herrings were imported exclusively fcr 
local consumption. These German-cured herrings were, it is 
asserted, preferred to the Scotch fish on account of the greater 
care bestowed on their cure and selection, and also owing to the 
superior quality of the barrels in which they are packed. The 
importations of Dutch herrings amounted to 43,959 barrels, as 
against 40,290 barrels in 1897 ; and those of Norwegian herrings to 
46,989 barrels as against 65,085 barrels in 1897. 

The recently-published results of the past year’s fishing by the 
various German fishing companies are regarded as very satisfactory, 
as the quantities brought by them to the markets of the Ems, 
Weser, and Elbe largely exceeded those of previous years. The 
aggregate amounts imported in 1898 were, however, still very far 
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below the wants of German consumption ; and it will evidently be 
a very long time yet before the public in Germany will be able to 
do without Scotch herrings, unless, indeed, they should be prevented 
from purchasing the same by the imposition of prohibitive duties, 
a measure which is nevertheless advocated by a considerable 
portion of the Protectionist party in Germany.—(Loreign Office, 
Annual Series, No. 2,263.) 


.CoaL TRADE IN HamBurG. 


H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that the aggregate im- 
portations of coal into Hamburg, both by land and sea, in the year 
1898 amounted to 3,707,250 tons, as against 3,608,090 tons in 1897, 
thus showing a total increase for the last year of about 100,000 
tons. Of the total quantity imported in 1898, 2,055,100 tons were 
British coal, as against 2,155,638 tons in the previous year; and 
1,652,150 tons, as against 1,452,090 tons in 1897, were of German 
origin. Thus the increase in importation last year was due solely 
to more extensive arrivals of the latter, whilst of British coal there 
was a decrease. Considering, however, the exceptional circum- 
stances which affected last year’s coal trade in the United Kingdom, 
and in consequence also that of most other markets including 
Hamburg, it is not thought probable that now that the coal trade is 
returning to its normal condition there will be a further falling-off 
in arrivals of British coal during the year 1899. It is, on the 
contrary, considered likely that the importations both of British 
and of Westphalian coal this year will be larger than in any year 
on record. As regards the quantities of British coal imported 
from the various coal fields of the United Kingdom during each of 
the last two years to Hamburg, these were as follows, viz. :—

In consequence of the mild winter of 1897-98 the market in 
Hamburg, especially for household coal, was very quiet during the 
first months of last year. But, when the Welsh strike had broken 
out and it began to show signs of long duration, a re-action set in ; 
and prices, which until then had evinced a declining tendency, 
suddenly rose considerably. Under the influence of the long 
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struggle in Wales, prices maintained themselves subsequently at 
high rates until the close of the year. Machine coal likewise 
fetched high prices in the Hamburg district, especially in October, 
in spite of the termination of the strike, owing to numerous in- 
dustrial establishments in this district which until then had only 
provided for their immediate wants, being then obliged to lay in 
their winter stocks.—(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 2263.) 


New Harsovr aT MANNHEIM. 


The growing commerce and industry of Mannheim have ren- 
dered necessary the construction of a new harbour, which after 
several years’ labour has now been completed. According to H.M. 
Consul at that port, on such a large and rapid river as the Rhine, 
exposed at all times to floods, and in winter to floating blocks of 
ice, harbours are needful not merely for the security of vessels, but 
to enable their rapid loading and discharging. Situated at the 
junction of the Neckar with the Rhine, Mannheim enjoys special 
facilities for harbour construction, and is now with 7,500,000 tons 
probably the greatest inland port in Europe. The new haven has 
been formed by turning to account an extensive ancient arm of 
the Rhine itself, and amply furnished with rails, steam cranes, and 
electric lighting, is intended especially for the accommodation of 
factories and warehouses at the water’s edge. For these it offers 
the greatest advantages in every way, and so large was the demand 
for space that the whole was taken upat once. Besides connecting 
canals and over a mile of quays along the Rhine, the city now 
possesses two considerable harbours, respectable in point of size 
even for sea havens, and quite unparalleled in dimensions as inland 
ports. These new large and important works do infinite honour 
and credit to the energy and enterprise of Mannheim. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, No. 2272.) 


THE GERMAN MIDLAND CANAL. 


In connection with the Dortmiind-Ems Canal, another new 
waterway is now about to be built for joining the former with the 
River Rhine. H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that this 
new canal, which is to cost about 2,264,000/., is to run from Herne, 
the above-named present southern termination of the Dortmiind- 
Ems Canal, via Oberhausen to Laar. The Herne-Laar Canal will, 
in fact, form one of the three sections of the projected German 
‘‘ Midland Canal,” which has Jately been frequently mentioned in 
ihe newspapers, and which is to connect the four chief German 
rivers, the Rhine, Elbe, Weser, and Oder. ‘The second portion ot 
this “‘ Midland Canal” is almost completed, and runs from Herne 
to Bevergern, on the western extremity of the Tentoburg Forest ; 
but the third section, viz., trom Bevergern, via Lippe, Hildesheim, 
Githorn, to Wolmirstedt on the Elbe, has yet to be built; and 
branch canals to several important towns, such as Osnabriick, 
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Hanover, Brunswick, and Magdeburg, are to be built in connection 
with this third section of the Midland Canal. The Elbe is now 
already connected with Berlin by the Plauen Canal, the Havel and 
Spree ; and on the other hand, canal communication likewise exists 
already between Berlin and the River Oder. Thus a considerable 
portion of the Rhine-Weser-Elbe-Oder or Midland Canal is already 
in existence, but, nevertheless, the cost of the two sections still to 
be constructed is estimated at the large sum of 8,100,0001. (t.e., 
including the cost of the branch canals to Osnabriick, Hanover, 
&c., mentioned above). In the draft of the Canal Bill, which will 
shortly be submitted to the vote of the Prussian Chambers, it will, 
it is stated, be provided that for all goods which are now carried 
at special or exceptionally low rates by the German State railways, 
the Midland Canal dues are to be } pf. (0°06d.) per ton per kilom., 
whilst all other goods are to pay from ? pf. to 1 pf. per ton per 
kilom. It remains to be seen whether these rates will be agreed to, 
but it is considered probable.—(Poreign Office, Annual Series, No. 
2263.) 


Concessions FoR Ligut RaiLways IN SERVIA. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of the Servian “ Official Gazette” of the 27th April (9th 
May) last containing the text, with English translation, of a 
“Treaty of Concession,” by which the Servian Government grants 
to Mr. Everard R. Calthrop, of 30, Finsbury Circus, and Mr. D. 
Marcus, of 2, Lancaster Street, Hyde Park, the right to construct 
and work, for a period of 90 years, the following lines of light 
railways 

1. Belgrade, Obrenovatz, Lajkovatz, Valjevo, Kocjeriche, 
Pozega. 
. Stalatz, Krushevatz, Trstenik, Kraljevo, Pozega, Oujitsa. 
. Oujitza, Kremna, Mokra Gora, Bosnian frontier. 
. Valjevo, Osechina, Zavlaka, Loznitsa, Bosnian frontier. 
. Shabatz, Leshnitza, Loznitza, and 
. Kragoujevatz, Gouberevatz, Kraljevo. 


The concessionnaires are permitted to transfer their rights and 
privileges under the concession to a joint stock company within 
six months from the day on which the “ treaty” become operative 
(‘.¢., from the 27th April (9th May)). This joint stock company 
may be formed, firstly, as a private company, whose duty it would 
be to provide the capital for the construction and working of the 
first line to be built. The capital required for the remainder of 
the lines must be provided by the joint stock company in shares 
or debentures, or both, from time to time as the construction of 
the railways progresses. The construction of the conceded railways 
is to be begun within twelve months and 60 kilometres to be 
open for traffic within twc-and-a-half years from the 27th April 
(9th May), 1899. The progress of the remaining lines is to be 
regulated in such a manner as to ensure the opening to traffic of at 
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least 260 kilometres within a delay of five years, 400 kilometres 
within six years, and the completion of the whole length within nine 
years. The Servian Government reserves to itself the right to pur- 
chase the railways on the expiration of 40 years from the date of the 
concession, but no earlier transfer can take place without the 
consent of the concessionnaires. ‘The amount of the purchase 
price will be fixed by a jury of arbiters to be appointed by the 
Servian Government and the concessionnaires. 

It is further provided that any serious differences arising between 
the Government and the concessionnaires as to the interpretation of 
the terms of the concession shall be submitted to the arbitration of 
a special jury to be constituted by the Belgrade Court of First 
Instance. This jury will consist of five members, two of whom 
will be nominated by the Servian Government and two by the 
concessionnaires. In the event of these four nominees not being 
able to agree upon the choice of a president, the nomination of the 
latter is to be referred to the good offices of the Belgian Govern- 
ment. The ample privileges and exemption from Customs dues and 
from taxation accorded to the concessionnaires in this valuable and 
very important deed are such as were provided for in the Railway 
Law of the 6th/18th December, 1898. 

[In connection with the above, reference may be made to the 
article on “ New Railways in Servia,” which appeared on pp. 160 
et seq. of the “ Board of Trade Journal” for February last. This 
article was accompanied by a map of the twelve new railways 
authorised in last year’s law. These include the six lines dealt 
with in the above article. | 


THE SumacH TRADE OF SICILY. 


Mr. Sidney J. A. Churchill, H.M. Consul at Palermo, has stated 
in a communication to the Foreign Office that the 1898 crop of 
sumach in Sicily was estimated at 30,400,000 kilos., to which must 
be added about 6,000,000 kilos. brought forward from the 1897 
production, forming in all an available stock of leaf of 36,400,000 
kilos., equivalent to about 35,862 tons English weight. 

To this must be added about 3,600,000 kilos. of lentisco or stinco, 
imported from the coast of Tunis; in addition to which several of 
the grinders carried forward a certain quantity of lentisco from the 
importation of 1897, which they had not been able to consume, 
estimated at 1,120,000 kilos. 

The Palermo Custom House figures for the exports for 1898 are 
37,120,962 kilos., of which 20,668,136 were ground sumach. 

The stock of sumach leaf still for sale in Sicily is calculated at 
about 2,000,000 kilos., and this was expected to be used up before 
the middle of June. 

The old lentisco stocks were all exhausted by the end of April ; 
three cargoes of the new crop arrived within the past week and 
have already been transformed into ground sumach, other cargoes 
are daily expected.

THE SIciLIAN SuLPHuR TRADE. 


A despatch, dated 7th May last, has been received at the —- 
Office from H.M. Consul at Palermo, containing notes on the 
prospects of the Sicilian sulphur trade during the current year, 
which have appeared in the “ Giornale de Sicilia” of the 6th —7th 
May as follows :— 

“ According to the estimates made by the Sicilian Chambers of 
Commerce the production of sulphur during 1899 will certainly 
exceed half-a-million tons. All the Sicilian mining districts are 
vigorously employed increasing the output. The increase is due 
to the greater demands from the United States owing to the late 
war; also to demands from Germany, Greece, and France, where 
sulphur is being used in the treatment of vines. On the other 
hand, a decrease of about 15,000 tons over the consumption of 
1898 is expected from Italy and Russia. 

The exports of sulphur to the United States during 1899 are 
estimated to reach 110,000 tons.

OPENING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF Fast SERVICE BETWEEN 
Paris AND NEW YorK vid BREsT. 


A project was formed some little time ago to organise a fast 
passenger service vid Brest, from New York to Paris and all parts 
of Europe—but at that time the Western of France Railway had 
only a single line between Rennes and Brest—a distance of about 
380 miles, and there were other difficulties and interests also in 
the way of its realisation. The question is now being reconsidered 
under much more favourable conditions, the former difficulties 
being overcome, and the idea is to run fast steamers between New 
York and Brest in connection with “trains de luxe” organised by 
the Western of France Railway and International Sleeping Car 
Companies, between Brest and Paris, connecting with the various 
‘* trains de luxe” and sleeping car services to Belgium, Germany, 
Russia, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary, Turkey, and Eastern 
Europe; also to the South of France, Italy, Spain, and Portugal, 
running through sleeping cars between Brest and the most 
important centres. 
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The Western main line, which will soon be double all the way 
from Paris, already runs to every basin in the commercial port at 
Brest, and with a small expense for dredging, the largest passenger 
steamers afloat could lay alongside the quay at any time of tide 
and therefore alongside the trains. 

As Brest is the point of Europe nearest to America, a consider- 
able saving of sea-passage would be the result as compared with 
the existing services. The magnificent harbour of Brest would 
also facilitate the service enormously, there being always smooth 
water in the commercial port. 

The estimated average sea-passage is from 5 to 54 days and the 
railway journey to Paris 9 hours, say 5} to 6 days from New York 
to Paris and vice versd. 

H.M. Consul at Brest in a report to the Foreign Office says :— 
“It would probably be open to a line of steamers of any nationality 
to undertake this service, and from the information I have received 
from the railway authorities, every possible facility and assistance 
would be given. 

“In addition to the passenger traffic, which ought to produce a 
large revenue, there would probably bea considerable traffic in fast 
light merchandise, such as Rheims woollen goods, Swiss embroidery, 
Lyons silk, ribbons and fancy goods, feathers, tissues, artificial 
flowers, &c., technically known as ‘articles de Paris,’ of which 
there is a very large amount going by the longerroutes. It would 
only be a question of the adjustment of suitable rates to ensure a 
large share of this valuable traffic. 

“In view of the great success obtained by the German line of 
steamers running between Cherbourg and New York, there would 
appear to be a still better prospect for the proposed services vid 
Brest from a financial point of view, and also an opening for a new 
business. This may be well worth the consideration of some of the 
large shipping companies, whose attention should he called to the 
present opportunity, as it may not long remain open.”—(Loreijn 
Office, Annual Series, No. 2236.) 


DISCOVERY OF MINERALS IN MOZAMBIQUE. 


A despatch, dated 16th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Lisbon stating that it has 
been reported in the “Diario de Noticias” that official notices 
continue to be made of the discovery in the Province of Lourengo 
Marques, of mines of gold, coal and precious stones. 

The “ Provincial Bulletin” of Mozambique gives notice of 19 
alleged discoveries of precious stones, 12 of coal and gold, 1 of gold, 
5 of coal, and 5 of gold, coal and other minerals. H.M. Minister adds 
that though several such notices, made some years ago, were never 
substantially confirmed or exploited, there is good reason for 
believing that in Libombos particularly. there are mineral deposits 
of a certain richness. 
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SERVIAN CONCESSION FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF AGRICULTURAL 
IMPLEMENTS, MACHINERY, &c. 


A despatch, dated 7th May last, has been received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul at Belgrade, reporting that a concession, 
covering a period of fifteen years, has been granted by the Servian 
Government to Mr. Stefan Nenadovtch, of Carlowitz, and Mr. Alberié 
Sigmund, of Neusatz, for the erection in Servia of works for the 
manufacture of agricultural implements, machinery, and railway 
wagons. 

The concession is subject to the usual conditions and privileges 
provided for in the Law on Industrial Concessions of the 16th/28th 
July, 1898, and the minimum capital to be invested in the under- 
taking is fixed at 1,250,000 dinars, or about £50,000. 


THE ANATOLIAN AND SMyRNA-Cassaba RatLway CoMPANIES. 


A despatch, dated 18th May last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from Her Majesty's Ambassador at Coustantinople 
enclosing an extract from the “ Oriental Express ” announcing the 
conclusion of an arrangement between the Deutsche Bank and 
the Ottoman Bank, representing respectively the Anatolian, and 
Smyrna-Cassaba Railway Companies. Under this arrangement, it is 
understood, each railway company is to have two of its directors on 
the other’s board, and each is to have a 40 per cent. interest in any 
extension undertaken by either, the remaining 20 per cent. to be 
given to any financial houses which may be invited to participate. 
It is stated on good authority that the Anatolia Company at first 
endeavoured to buy the Smyrna-Cassaba line, and it was only after 
it had failed in this object that the present agreement was 
concluded, which, while it secures to each company its individuality, 
may materially strengthen the position of both. 


New York Saiprine 1898. 


H.M. Consul-General at New York reports that the return of 
shipping at New York shows a decrease of 40 in the number of 
vessels entered, the number being 4,284 in 1898, and 4,324 in 
1897 ; there is, however, an increase of about 200,000 tons, the 
tonnage being returned at 7,716,879 tons in 1898, as compared 
with 7,518,351 tons in 1897. The clearances show 4,153 vessels 
of 7,471,133 tons in 1898, and 4,664 vessels of 7,334,647 tons in 
1897, which also represent a decrease in the number of vessels 
accompanied by an increase in the tonnage, brought about in each 
instance by a falling-off in the number of sailing vessels and a 
slight increase in the number of steamers. 

British tonnage shows an increase in the entries of 283 vessels 
and nearly 500,000 tons, the figures being 2,389 vessels of 
4,254,490 tons in 1898, as compared with 2,156 of 3,771,463 tons 
in 1897. United States tonnage, 715,079 tons, is about 370,000 
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tons less than in 1897, owing to the war with Spain; German, 
1,436,611 tons, shows an increase of about 115,000 tons; Dutch, 
359,000 tons, an increase of 35,000 tons; French, 256,538 tons, a 
decrease of 39,000 tons; Norwegian, 246,000 tons, remains the 
same; and Belgian, 182,313 tons, shows a decrease of 11,500 tons. 

A new line of steamers is now running to the Levant, calling 
at Constantinople, Smyrna, and Alexandria, and returning thence 
to New York. The American and Australian steamship line 
sends vessels at regular intervals to Australia, New Zealand, and 
Tasmania, and the United States and Australasia Steamship Com- 
pany dispatches vessels for New Zealand ports, issuing through 
bill of lading. The United Steamship Company of Copenhagen 
has began to run steamers between Russian Baltic ports and 
Boston and New York. The Wilson and Leyland-Furness line, 
formed in 1897, has been absorbed by the Atlantic Transport line. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 2256.) 


CONSTRUCTION OF WHARVES, &C., AT GALVESTON, BY THE 
SouTHERN Paciric RatLway Company. 


A despatch, dated 6th May last, has been received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul at Galveston, reporting that the obstacles 
to the consummation of the arrangement whereby the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company are to construct terminals and wharves 
at Galveston have now been overcome. 

An Act has recently been passed by the legislature of Texas, 
confirming an ordinance of the City Council of Galveston, granting 
some 230 acres of land, with 3,600 feet of channel front, to the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company, and waiving any title that the 
State of Texas might have to such land. 

All that now remains to be done is for the company to obtain 
the sanction of the United States Government for certain dredging 
operations which will be necessary in making a channel to the 
proposed wharves. This, it is said, is more or less a matter of 
form, and there is now nothing to prevent the company from 
immediately commencing the construction of their wharves and 
terminals. 

The first instalment of the payment for the land has already 
been made, and, in addition to the land acquired on Galveston 
Island, the Southern Pacific Company are said to have purchased 
a considerable plot at Virginia Point, the spot on the mainland 
whence the railway bridges cross to Galveston Island. Their 
intention is said to be to build there yards, storehouses, packeries, 
&c., and to reach the island by a steel bridge. Whilst it is not 
likely that the proposed improvements will be ready for the use of 
the Southern Pacific Company this coming season, it is not, 
however, improbable that the steamers controlled by them will 
load to a great extent in Galveston, making use of the wharves 
now existing, since their experience of the last two or three years 
at New Orleans has not been particularly favourable, owing to 
quarantine, shoaling of the channel, &c. 
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The importance of the coming to Galveston of the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company and its allied interests will be very 
considerable. When it is remembered that the Southern Pacific 
Company has, during the last few years, expended upwards of 
2,000,0007. in improvements at N ewport News, Virginia, where 
their interests cannot possibly compare in magnitude with those of 
their business west of the Mississippi, the prospect of the probable 
increase to the business of the port of Galveston can hardly be 
overstated. 

It is reported that an addition of some 400,000 tons to the 
shipping of the port, in the near future, may be ‘expected, as one 
result of their coming to Galveston. 


‘Export oF CoaL rrom SoutH WALES TO BraZIL. 


A despatch, dated 14th April last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Rio Janeiro, stating that the 
coal export from Cardiff and Swansea to Brazil in 1898 amounted 
in round figures to 380,000 tons of coal products, carried by 345 
ships, and of a value including freights of 877,000/. The export 
of last year only reached 72°78 per cent. of that of 1897 ; more 
than half the whole amount came to Rio Janeiro principally on 
account of the Brazilian Government and mainly in English bottoms. 


RalLways IN CuBa. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office

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Tue TRADE OF TRIPOLI. 


The British Vice-Consul at Tripoli reports that the total value of 
exports and imports combined amounted in 1898 to 786,900I. as 
against 696,580/. in the previous year, being an increase of 
90,3201, or 13 per cent. Although this is a move in the right 
direction, indicating a more satisfactory state of affairs, the com- 
mercial and financial condition of the place cannot be said to have 
benefited by it. The trading community is still suffering from the 
severe blow inflicted upon it some years ago by the entire collapse 
of the caravan trade with Bornu and adjacent territories, entailing 
heavy losses, restricting operations with different parts of the 
interior, and paralysing almost entirely the former lucrative barter- 
ing transactions. The complete extinction of the Bornu trade and 
its direct consequences, besides causing actual and constructive 
losses to individual merchants engaged therein, also reflect 
unfavourably, in a proportionate degree, on the general commer- 
cial prosperity of Tripoli. The manifest depression which set in 
owing to these causes is not likely to disappear for some time to 
come, as merchants who engaged in the Bornu and Central Soudan 
trade, either through inability in consequence of the losses sus- 
tained, or fear of incurring new disasters, decline absolutely to 
renew their intercourse with those regions, and untoward events 
which have subsequently happened, and which lately, unfortu- 
nately, have again been repeated, appear to justify their abstention 
in this respect. The credit of the place also has, more or less, 
been shaken, chiefly in consequence of inexperienced and indiscreet 
commission agents, in their anxiety to secure orders, dealing with 
customers of questionable standing. 

Although a large trade is done with the United Kingdom, 
exceeding in volume that with any other country, the want of 
direct communication continues to form an obstacle in the way 
of its proper development. Whilst two mail services place 
Tripoli in regular weekly communication with France and Italy, 
and a third renders like advantages as regards Turkey, the means 
of expeditious intercourse with the United Kingdom are entirely 
wanting. With the exception of an occasional steamer chartered 
exclusively for the conveyance of esparto, no departures for Great 
Britain take place and not a single vessel ever arrives from the 
United Kingdom direct. Merchants are, therefore, obliged to 
dispatch and receive goods through Malta, which entails incon- 
venience, delay, and expense. As an instance of the drawbacks 
of transhipment there, may be mentioned a case which not long 
since happened when an Italian ordered some machinery, which 
an English steamship company agreed to bring here for 601. from 
Manchester. The company’s steamers only call at Malta, but it 
was presumed that the plant could easily be forwarded here at a 

maximum freight of i0/., seeing that the distance between that 
island and this port is so small, or only 180 miles. When the 
machinery, however, reached Malta, no vessel could be found 
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willing to bring it over here, although 20/. and more was offered, 
and it had to be put on a pontoon and remain there for two 
months until another of the same company’s steamers, passing by 
the island, was ordered to reship it and bring it to the consignee 
here, who meanwhile had not ceased to remonstrate loudly against 
the delay. Difficulties of this sort naturally act as deterrents to 
ships accepting goods in England for this port, especially if, like 
those just mentioned, they be of a bulky or weighty character. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 2273). 


XVIII.—GENERAL TRADE NOTES. 
PackiInG STEEL FOR Export. 


An order for ten tons of very fine quality tool steel was lately 
shipped by the Crescent Steel Company of Pittsburg, to Yokohama. 
Steel of the grades comprised in this order has a surface of satiny 
lustre, and this must be preserved throughout a long ocean voyage. 
The “ Manufacturer” states that very careful packing was required. 
The bundles of steel rods and bars were first covered with good 
wrapping paper; then came a covering of paraffin or waxed 
paper, and this was followed by layers of manila paper. The 
packages were then put in galvanized iron boxes and these 
hermetically sealed by soldering. Finally the metal box was 
placed in a stout wooden case, encircled with steel bands. 


SHIPPING THROUGH THE SUEZ CANAL. 


The “ Canal de Suez Bulletin ” recently published tables showing 
that the total number of vessels passing through the Canal in the 
month of February last was 291 of a gross tonnage of 1,101,932 
tons, 

Of the 291 vessels, 179 were British, with a gross tonnage of 
695,618 tons ; 33 German, 131,360 tons; 20 Dutch, 55,426 tons; 
17 French, 73,516 tons; 7 Spanish, 30,955 tons; 6 American, 
21,744 tons; 6 Austro-Hungarian, 21,292 tons; 6 Japanese, 
26,202 tons; 5 Russian, 14,389 tons; 4 Norwegian, 9,927 tons ; 
4 Italian, 14,263 tons; 2 Danish, 4,714 tons; 1 Ottoman, 1,931 
tons; 1 Swede, 592 tons. 


Paper MILLs In BritisH INDIA. 


According to a return issued by the India Office, there are nine 
paper mills in India: three in the Bombay Presidency, four in Bengal 
one at Lucknow, and one at Gwalior which has ceased to work. Of 
the nine, two are private concerns in the Bombay Presidency. 
The others have an aggregate nominal capital of Rx. 627,200. 
The fibrous materials used for making paper are chiefly rags, 
babui and munj grasses, straw, jute and hemp cuttings, and old 
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jute bags and cloth. The quality of the papers made is very good, 
and they have a large and increasing sale. Most of the white and 
blue foolscap and much of the blotting paper, notepaper, and 
envelopes used in the Government offices is now obtained from the 
Indian mills. The total quantity of paper made in 1898 was 42 
million lbs.; ten years previously it was under 20 million lbs. 
value of the outturn in 1898 is reported at about Rx. 611,000. 
The number of persons employed is 4,187. 

There are a number of small paper works, for the manufacture 
of what is known as country paper, scattered through most pro- 
vinces, but for these petty industries no statistical information is 
available. 


IRRIGATION IN THE PUNJAB. 


In reviewing the report on irrigation works in the Punjab for 
the year 1897-98, the Government of India say that the results 
recorded are unparalleled in the history of irrigation in the province, 
the major works having shown a return of 10°35, the minor works 
24°07, and contribution works 6°78 per cent. on the capital 
expended on them. 

The total area irrigated by the canals is now 5,214,258 acres, 
and the estimated value of the crops thus protected is just under 
15 crores of rupees, while the rate levied for the use of the water is 
only about one-ninth of the value of the crops. 

The principal work in progress during the year was the Chenab 
Canal, on which about 224 lakhs were expended. The work is now 
approaching completion. 

The greater part of the tract of the country which the canals 
irrigate was unpopulated in 1892, and the operations by which 
colonists have been induced to settle in the wastes part passu 
with the construction of the canals have been highly successful. 


Forest Inpustry or British BurMA. 


The total area of reserved forests in Burma at the close of 1898 
was 14,707 square miles, and projects for the reservation of 4,300 
square miles were pending at the close of the year. Reservation in 
some districts in Lower Burma is reported to be complete, but in 
the other districts much still remains to ke done, more especially 
in the selection and settlement of fuel reserves, and it will be many 
years before the work of reservation in Lower Burma can be 
regarded as complete; much useful work in this direction was, 
however, done during last year. The Burma Government derives 
a considerable income from the extensive teak forests, the principal 
operations in which are carried on by the Bombay-Burma Trading 
Corporation, who from the forests in the Eastern and Western 
Circle extracted no less than 220,540 tons of teak during last year, 
yielding a revenue to Government of over 20 lakhs of rupees. 

The “Capital” notes that the total quantity of teak extracted 
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from the forests by the various lessees was 257,157 tons, with a 
revenue of over 28 lakhs of rupees. 

This was a large increase over the figures of the previous year, 
and was due to the efforts made by the Bombay-Burma Trading 
Corporation to extract as much timber as possible from the 
Pyinmana Forests before the expiry of their lease, and in this they 
were aided by a favourable floating season; in the Western Circle 
also the same company extracted larger quantities from the 
Chindwin Forests. 

The total quantity of teak exported from Burma in 1893-94 was 
171,345 tons; this in 1897-98 had increased to 273,391, the value 
of which was 2 crores and 38 lakhs of rupees. Coupled with the 
increased output there was a further advance in the market price, 
the average value per ton being now Rs. 87°27 against Rs. 83°44 
in the previous year. 

The result of working the Forest Department of Burma was an 
excess of revenue over expenditure of nearly 9 lakhs of rupees. 


PropucTion oF CoaL Russia 1n 1898. 


The production of coal in Russia in 1898, according to the 
“New York Engineering and Mining Journal,” is estimated at 
10,250,000 metric tons, against 9,750,000 tons in 1897. The 
increase of 500,000 tons came from the Donetz Basin and from 
Western Siberia; the mines of Poland were nearly stationary in 
their output. In all Southern Russia and along the Volga the use 
of coal is declining, owing to the large consumption of astatki, 
or petroleum residuum from the Baku refineries. This is used in 
locomotives, steamboats and factories, and is the cheapest fuel in 
a large part of the region named. It is especially cheap in the 
towns on the Volga and its tributaries, to which it can be carried 
by water from Baku. 


OPENING FOR T'RADE WITH SIBERIA. 


The recently appointed commercial agent of the United States 
at Vladivostock, East Siberia, Russia, has issued a circular, of 
which the following is an extract, in response to numerous in- 
quiries from firms who desire to do business in that country :— 

“Tt is a mistake, and causes delay to send to distant points 
asking where and to whom catalogues, circulars, &c., may be sent. 

“In all cases, prices, lowest rates, discounts and commissions 
should be clearly stated. 

“ An agent speaking German or French, if not Russian, is worth 
a thousand catalogues and circulars. Goods of first quality would 
win their own way. ‘There are now in Vladivostock cheap goods 
of every nationality—German, French, Chinese, and Japanese— 
sufficient to glut the market. In all matters requiring large 
capital much caution is required. 

“There are abundant opportunities for improvement, but as yet

little public local spirit, and progress moves on very slow lines 
and halts often at that. Vladivostock, while an open port at 
present, is also actually a fortress, and while there is much business 
enterprise and a moderate amount of capital already invested and 
a steady increase in the volume and character of trade and growth 
of the city, all things are ultimately liable to military law. 


PROGRESS OF THE SIBERIAN RaILway. 


Russia is displaying immense energy in the development of the 
Siberian Railway. According to the “ Manufacturer” the Russian 
Government is about to open a further credit of more than 
82,000,000 roubles for improving the means of traffic and transport 
on the western and central sections from Cheliabinsk eastwards. 
The disbursement of this large sum is thus divided: Eight and 
three-quarter million roubles during three years for traffic, 
43,900,000 roubles during nine years for increasing the speed of 
trains, and 31,000,000 roubles during four years for new rolling 
stock. The assignment of such a large amount for improving a 
railroad, only just constructed, is without precedent in the annals 
of Russian railway enterprise. Meanwhile, the traffic on the 
western section has exceeded all expectation. It is so active that 
the light rails, which are only eighteen pounds instead of 24 
pounds to the foot, will have to be changed. Everything was 
calculated for not more than three pairs of trains per 24 hours, 
whereas there are already eight pairs, beside the bi-weekly express 
from Moscow to Krasnovodsk. The last year’s traffic returns of 
the Western Siberian section show 350,000 passengers, nearly 
490,000 tons of goods, and 400,000 peasant emigrants. Last 
winter, although 600 new trucks were added and 1,600 old ones 
borrowed, there was an accumulation of 7,000 truckloads of goods 
for which no means of transport could be found. Of the 490,000 
tons carried over the railway in 1898 more than 320,000 tons 
consisted of cereals. In the course of the next five years it is 
expected that the carriage of wheat will be more than 800,000 
tons annually. 


Russian ConcESSION IN Persia. 


The “Iron Age” reports that, according to a despatch from St. 
Petersburg, the Shah of Persia has signed a concession for 70 years 
t> a Russian mining company, covering the entire province of 
Ozorbaijan, the most northerly province of Persia, having an area 
of 30,300 square miles. The province is said to contain rich copper 
deposits. ‘The company will work the mines of the district and 
construct roads, railways and harbours. 


SHIPBUILDING IN GERMANY IN 1898. 


The United States Consul at Hanover reports that the German 
shipbuilding industry, owing to the numerous new steamers 
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ordered, has been profitably employed during the past year, and 
the statements of the principal companies recently published, with 
one exception, show favourable results. 

The Vulcan Works at Bremen, which for a long term of years” 
has made a uniformly good showing, was able to pay its stock-' 
holders a 12 per cent. dividend, instead of 10 per cent. as in 1897 

The Howaldts Shipbuilding Company, at Kiel, paid 7 per cent. 
dividend, the same as in the previous year, carrying besides a very 
considerable sum to its reserve fund. 

The great Neptune Shipbuilding and Machine Manufacturing 
Company, at Rostock, which has never heretofore been able to pay 
a dividend, now announces that it will pay its shareholders 4 per 
cent. 

On the other hand, the Seebeck Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company, at Geestemiinde-Bremerhaven, after years of prosperity, ° 
makes quite an unfavourable showing, its balance on the loss side 
being the considerable sum of 322,224 marks (16,000/.). The- 
special reasons for the loss are not published. In 1897, as well as 
in 1896, it paid dividends of 74 per cent. to its stockholders.

RaILWays IN ALGERIA AND TUNIS. 


According to statistics published in the “Journal Officiel” of 
the 20th May last, the total length of railway in Algeria in 
working order on December 31st, 1898, was 2,927 kilometres 
(1,818 miles), and in Tunis 620 kilometres (385 miles). There 
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was no increase in mileage in Algeria in 1898 as compared with 
1897, but the Tunis mileage shows an increase of 43 kilometres 
(26:7 miles). The total receipts of the Algerian lines amounted in 
value to 1,037,4321. in 1898 as compared with 936,244. in 1897, 
and on the Tunisian lines the receipts were 128,544l. in 1898 as 
compared with 102,7487. in 1897.

ProposeD GERMAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

It is announced in the “ Konstantinopler~Handelsblatt ” that 
the German Government have decided to send a commercial 
attaché to Constantinople, one of whose duties will be to arrange 
for the establishment of a German Chamber of Commerce in that 
city. 


THe British CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OF TURKEY. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Annual Report 
(for 1898) of the British Chamber of Commerce of Turkey. The 
President, in his address at the anuual general meeting, stated 
that no statistics have been issued by the Turkish Custom House 
since the publication of those for the year 1309 (1893-94). 

The Turkish crops of 1898 are stated to have been bad. As to 
those to be garnered this summer and autumn, the reports so far 
are satisfactory ; but the consequences of this good crop, if it be 
realised (for it may still suffer from bad weather in the spring 
months), will not be felt as regards imports until next year, for 
the peasants, who are chief consumers of imported goods and who 
indeed form the bulk of the population, will be hard pressed all 
this year, not only to get bread to live upon until the new crops 
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appear, but to meet the debts they will have incurred to buy this 
bread. In other words they will have no surplus cash to spend 
over such articles as clothing, for instance. It is therefore 
probable that the import trade of Turkey for 1899 will show a 
falling-off, and will be unsatisfactory in the sense that the col- 
lection of old outstandings will become very difficult. For all the 
above reasons traders in Great Britain should be warned against 
giving undue credits to Levant firms about whose standing they 
are at all doubtful. 


PRODUCTION OF WIRE Rop IN THE UNITED STATES IN 1898. 


The “ New York Engineering and Mining Journal” states that. 
the American Iron and Steel Association has ascertained from the 
manufacturers that the production of iron and steel wire rods in 
The United States in 1898 amounted to 1,071,683 gross tons, 
against 970,736 tons in 1897, and 623,986 tons in 1896, showin 
an increase of 100,947 tons, or over 10 per cent. over 1897, an 
447,697 tons over 1896. Nearly all wire rods are now made of 
steel; in 1898 there were only 2,106 tons, or less than 0:2 per 
cent. of the total made of iron. 

Pennsylvania made the largest quantity in 1898, with Ohio 
second, Illinois third, and Massachusetts fourth. Three other 
states, Connecticut, New Jersey, and Indiana, also rolled rods 
in 1898.

The United States still imports considerable quantities of the 
finer grades of iron and steel wire rods, particularly steel wire rods, 
the total imports amounting to 15,762 gross tons in 1898, and to 
16,459 tons in 1897, the imports coming chiefly from Sweden, 
Norway, and Great Britain. 


THE TinneD AsparaGus INDUSTRY. 
A peculiar industry which has within a few years assumed large 
proportions in central California is asparagus tinning. 
Years ago it was discovered that the “ overflow” and “tule” 
D2 
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lands along the coast and river islands in the central western part 
of the State of San Francisco were especially adapted for asparagus: 
culture on a large scale. The climate and the rich sedimentary 
soil of the localities united to produce a quality and quantity of 
crop unsurpassed in any part of the world, and it was not long 
before the city markets were fully supplied at the lowest prices. 

Asparagus is easy to can; it “handles” well, as it does not 
easily bruise or detace, requires the simplest of preparation and 
cooking, and does not in the least lose its inviting appearance. 
during the process of preservation. Therefore it is an ideal 
vegetable for preserving purposes. The “Argonaut,” of San 
Francisco, states that ten years ago, 120,000 two-and-a-half pound 
tins were sold in one season, and it was considered that the limit 
had been attained. Last season, however, between 75,000 and 
90,000 cases, containing two dozen two-and-a-half pound tins each 
(making between 1,800,000 and 2,160,000 tins) were disposed of 
so advantageously that this year the industry has received a fresh 
and several. new gigantic asparagus farms have been 
started. 


New S.S. Love rrom PHILADELPHIA TO THE WEST INDIEs. 


' The “Tron Age” states that a company has been organised in 
Philadelphia for the establishment of a steamship line between that 
port and ports in Cuba and Jamaica. The company will have a 
capital of 500,000 dollars, and will possess a fleet of four steamers, 
two of which have already been secured. It is intended that the 
vessels shall touch at the ports of Baracoa, Yumari, Gibara and 
Guantanamo in Cuba and Port Antonio, Port Marie and Amota 
Bay in Jamaica.

Bradford.—At a recent meeting of the Council of the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce, the President (Mr. W. A. Whitehead) in the 
chair, the Council adopted, without comment, the final recommend- 
ations of the Wool Supply Committee as to regulations for the 
prevention of anthrax in wool-combing sheds. The regulations 
are as follow :— 

Duties of Occupiers. 

1. All alpaca, pelitan, cashmere, Persian, and camel hair, when 
not washed or willowed direct from the bale, shall be opened over 
a fan with an efficient downward draught. ‘When willowed direct 
from the bale the workmen employed to feed the willow shall be 
protected by an efficient downward draught. A draught to be 
deemed efficient shall be such as will draw five cubic feet of air per 
minute through each opening board for each square inch at the 
aperture at the bottom of the board, provided that not less than 
500 cubic feet of air per minute be drawn through the board. 

(N.B.—By “opening” is meant the opening of the fleece of 
wool or hair ; or if the wool or hair is not in the fleece, the opening. 
out of such wool or hair for looking-over or classing purposes.) 

2. All Van mohair, badly damaged wool or hair, fallen fleeces 
and skin wool, or hair of the above-named descriptions shall be 
opened by an experienced man and damped with a disinfectant, 
and then washed without being put through any willow or dust- 
extracting machine. 

3. No alpaca, pelitan, cashmere, Persian, camel hair, or mohair 
shall be put through a willow or dust-extracting machine except in 
rooms provided with dust-extracting fans so arranged that the 
current of air shall draw the dust away from any workman 
employed in the room. 

4. The dust collected by the willows or other dust-extracting 
machines and from the opening boards shall be discharged into 
properly-constructed receptacles, and not into the open air, This 
dust shall be removed at least once a-week. 

5. No person having any open cut or sore upon any part of the 
body shall be allowed to attend to any willow or dust-extracting 
machine. 

6. Proper provision shall be made for the keeping of the clothing 
and food of the workpeople employed in the warehouse, or in 
attending to any machine through which the wool passes before 
being washed. 

7. No wool or hair shall be stored in a willowing-room, 

8. No meals shall be allow ed to be taken in the willowing or 
carding room. 

9. The floors of the rooms used for willows or other dust-extract- 
ing machinery shall be sprinkled daily with a disinfectant solution, . 
and swept immediately after sprinkling. 

» 10. The walls and ceilings of the rooms used for dust-extracting,

shall be limewashed at least once a-year, and swept down at least 
once a-month. 

11. Requisites for treating scratches and slight wounds shall be 
kept at hand. 

12. Proper and sufficient appliances for washing, including 
basins, water, soap, nail brushes, and towels, shall be provided for 
the use of the workers in the warehouse and dust-extracting rooms. 

Duties of Persons Employed. 

13. If on opening a bale of wool or hair any fallen fleece or 
damaged material is discovered the person opening the bale shall 
report the discovery immediately to the foreman. 

14. Every workman employed in the warehouse or dust- 
extracting rooms having an open cut or sore upon any part of the 
body shall immediately report the fact to the foreman. 

15. No clothing or food shall be kept in the dust-extracting 
rooms. 

16. If the fan or any other appliance necessary for the carrying- 
out of these rules is out of order, any workman becoming aware of 
the fact shall report to the foreman at once. 

No action was taken upon a letter from the British Iron Trade 
Association asking whether the Chamber wished to be represented 
at a deputation to Mr. Ritchie on the subject of shipping rings and 
conferences and their effect on British Trade. 

A letter was read which had been received from the India Office 
in reply to a communication from the Chamber, inquiring whether 
there had been any revision in November, 1898, of the regulations 
agreed to by Her Majesty’s Government and the Government of 
China with regard to trade in connection with the Sikkim-Thibet 
Convention of 1890, which regulations were subject to revision at 
the date mentioned, and in reference to which the Chamber had 
made representations in the year 1895, with a view to the further 
development of British trade with Thibet. The India Office replied 
that the revision of the trade regulations of 1894 was now engaging 
the attention of the Government of India, who were negociating 
for the purpose with the Chinese authorities. 

Mr. Smith Feather said that about ten years ago some few bales 
of Thibetan wool came to England via Sikkim or Darjeeling, and, 
upon getting hold of some of these bales, he had felt quite satisfied 
that this was a sort of wool which could be well used in Yorkshire 
and in Bradford particularly, and had taken every opportunity of 
impressing this view upon gentlemen connected with the trade 
from time to time, and of trying to encourage the opening of Thibet. 
The time had elapsed when a new treaty ought to have been 
made with Thibet, and the Council had thought that they 
should know something of what was going on. The trade had 
increased considerably, and at present a few tliousand bales a-year 
were coming in. He wanted the Chamber to do everything they 
could to push the matter forward, because he thought that there 
was a twofold advantage in doing so. Not only would it be well 
for them to be able to get from Thibet wool and other materials, 
like yak hair and goats’ hair, but also the inhabitants of that

country, living as they did in high altitudes, would no doubt prefer 
to wear the sort of warm clothing that Bradford produced. The 
Thibetans were a civilised nation to a great extent, and he believed 
they were a people who could appreciate European methods. 
Therefore he wanted the Chamber to push the urgency of a 
sufficient treaty with Thibet, especially as China was now in a state 
of great upset. He wanted to see a better opening for trade either 
by way of Sikkim, across the Himalayas, or by way of a river which 
ran 7000 miles inland from the Ganges at Calcutta. If they could 
get a good trade with the Thibetans he was sure it would be to the 
benefit of Bradford. 

The President said they would all agree that it was very desirable 
that they should continue to press the Government upon the 
matter, and keep the subject to the front. 

Letters were read which had been received from the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum, inviting the Chamber to send delegates to 
an international commercial congress, to be held in Philadelphia in 
October next, in connection with a commercial exhibition, and also 
inviting the Chamber to accept permanent membership on an 
international advisory board. It was decided not to take any 
action in the matter. 

In reference to a letter from the Agent-General for the Cape of 
Good Hope asking for the opinion of the Chamber as to whether 
a lime and sulphur sheep dip was injurious to Cape wool, the 
President stated the Wool Supply Committee had replied that such 
a dip was very detrimental to the wool. % 
- Bristol_—At the monthly meeting of this Chamber held recently, 
Mr. J. Holman, president, in the chair, the first business was the 
election of officers for the current year. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Joseph Holman, seconded by 
Mr. George H. Perrin, it was unanimously resolved—‘ That 
Mr. Tom Tucker Lindrea be elected President of the Chamber for 
the current year.” 

In pursuance with notice, Mr. Arthur Lee proposed, and the 
President seconded, and it was resolved, “That a letter be 
addressed from the Chamber to the Right Hon. C. T. Ritchie, 
President of the Board of Trade, stating that in the course of a 
reply to a deputation which recently waited upon the right hon. 
gentleman with reference to the adoption of the metric system of 
weights and measures, and at which the Council of the Bristol 
Chamber was represented, he was then good enough to promise to 
inquire whether the system could be put into operation in the 
various Government Departments, and stating that the Council of 
the Chamber had resolved to respectfully call his attention to the. 
advantages which would be gained by the adoption of the system, 
as, if the metric weights and measures were used by the greaty 
spending Departments when making purchases and contracts,- 
every Government contractor would be compelled to adopt the 
system also; and further pointing out that there would be a great. 
saving of time to Government employees when the simpler system 
came into use. The Government would then be doing much to 
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‘develop that public opinion in favour of the system which 
‘Mr. Ritchie expressed himself anxious to see, and therefore the 
Council of the Chamber hoped he might succeed in causing the 
system to be used in the way suggested, and thus assist in bringing 
about a change which, according to the unanimous opinion of H.M. 
Consuls, was so urgently needed in the interests of British trade 
and commerce.” 

‘A communication was read from the President of the Monte 
Video Chamber of Commerce, in reply to one received from the 
Bristol Chamber on March 13th, stating that the Tanners’ Federation 
of Bristol had complained that the salted hides exported from 
that Republic offered disadvantages compared with those of other 
countries, owing to the excessive number of brands they contained, 
which rendered them inferior for the manufacture of large straps 
and machinery belting, and noting that the Bristol Chamber had 
suggested the adoption of the better way they had of marking 
cattle in Australia, which avoided the injuries caused to the hides by 
the use of iron for branding purposes, and the President of the Monte 
Video Chamber proceeded to state that on account of the import- 
ance of the matter he had given the necessary orders to the end 
that the greatest publicity should be given to the complaints of 
the Bristol Chamber, which would, without doubt, be taken into 
account by the farm stewards of his country. 

The Secretary reported that a copy of this communication had 
been addressed to the president of the Tanners’ Federation (Mr. 
Jonathan Evans). 

Dundee.-A monthly meeting of the directors of the Dundee 
Chamber of Commerce was recently held, Mr. Robert B. Don, 
President, in the chair. A letter was read from the Foreign 
Office relative to the brokerage charges levied upon British 
shipping in French ports, intimating that the arguments sub- 
mitted by the British and Danish Governments in favour of a 
reduction of the existing scale of fees had been forwarded by the 
French Minister of Commerce to the authorities at Havre and 
Rouen. The British and Danish Governments have expressed a 
wish, first, that the graduated tariff may be further diminished 
beyond the limit of 1,000 tons of merchandise at Havre, and of 
1,500 tons at Rouen; and, secondly, that a maximum sum may be 
fixed as the amount of the brokerage fees to be paid by a single 
ship. 

A letter from the British Chamber of Commerce of Turkey at 
Constantinople was read, desiring to make known to British 
traders and shipowners that the Chamber would undertake to 
extend its scope, with a view to further the interests ot British 
traders in Turkey, if the necessary support were given. The 
scheme would embrace translations of catalogues, conversion of 
prices, &c:, distribution of samples and catalogues, the work of a 
reference bureau, and the diffusion of trade information to British 
traders as well as to customers in Turkey. To enable the Con- 
stantinople Chamber to undertake the work, subscriptions from 
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Great Britain for at least £500 yearly more than it gets now would 
be required. 

A letter was read from Mr. John C. Higgins, U.S. Consul, 
enclosing a letter from the Director of the Philadelphia Commercial 
Museum relative to the Commercial Congress to be opened at 
Philadelphia on 10th October next. Mr. David Macintyre was 
named a delegate to attend the Congress on behalf of the Chamber. 

Teeds.—At the recent monthly meeting of the Council of the 
Leeds Chamber of Commerce, Mr. E. Matheson (President) in the 
chair, Mr. Zossenheim presented a report of the conference which 
was held at Bradford on the subject of the Merchandise Marks 
Act, with special reference to the textile trades. The question was 
raised by what is known as the “ all-wool case.” 

The President supported the first resolution passed at the con- 
ference. This was to the effect that a man should be held liable 
for any false description, unless such description were specifically 
given in writing or on the invoice. 

On the motion of the President, seconded by Mr. Hepworth, 
this resolution was agreed to; the other matters raised at the 
conference were referred to the Foreign Trade and Tariffs Com- 
mittee. 

With reference to the evidence to be given before the Parlia- 
mentary Committee on the question of municipal trading, the 
President said it was desirable to take action on what was a 
growing evil—On the motion of Mr. Peate, seconded by Mr. 
Zossenheim, it was decided to refer the question as to the class of 
evidence to be given to the President and the Parliamentary 
Committee. 

Mr. Norris Hepworth raised a question of considerable interest 
in connection with limited liability companies trading in Caps 
Colony, where it was now legal to impose a tax of Is. per cent. on 
the whole of the capital of the concern, though there might be 
only a very small portion of the money invested in the South 
African branch of the business. Their own company were asked 
to pay 360/., a demand which they contested unsuccessfully in all 
the Courts in the Colony, but which was overruled by the Privy 
Council. An amending Act had now been passed making the 
impost certain, and Mr. Chamberlain, who had been appealed to, 
had answered that he was not prepared to interfere, the matter 
being entirely within the competence of the Cape Parliament. 
He would, however, transmit the representations made to him to 
the Governor, for,his consideration. Mr. Hepworth added that the 
unfairness did not now apply to their company, inasmuch as they 
had since formed a separate concern for South Africa. He 
mentioned also that the Chartered Company removed its offices to 
Buluwayo in consequence of the tax, but the Cape Parliament 
afterwards exempted it. 7 

Mr. Peate moved that representations should be made to the 
Colonial Secretary as to the injustice of taxing capital not 
employed in the country. The motion was agreed to. 
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XX.—RECENT TRADE BLUE BOOKS. 


1. Mines and Quarries. General Reports and Statistics for 
1898. Part I—District Statistics. Statistics of the Persons 
employed, Output and Accidents at Mines and Quarries in the United 
Kingdom, arranged according to the Inspection Districts. (OC. 9272). 
Price 8d. 

This is a statement prepared under the direction of the Home 
Office. In the preface it is stated that in the “General Report 
and Statistics of Mines and Quarries for 1897 ” the several volumes 
of statistics relating to mines and quarries which had previously 
been issued by the Home Office as separate annual publications 
were for the first time amalgamated in a single work, issued in 
four parts. This arrangement having proved to be a satisfactory 
one, it will be continued and made permanent, with the introduction 
of such improvements as may from time to suggest themselves. 
The present work will therefore appear in four parts, with the 
same titles and general arrangement as in the “General Report 
and Statistics for 1897,” viz. :— . 

Part I. District Statistics :—Statistics of the persons employed, 
output, and accidents at mines and quarries in the United 
Kingdom, arranged according to the Inspection Districts. 

Pari II. Labour :—General report and statistics relating to the 
persons employed and accidents at mines and quarries in the 
United Kingdom, and to the enforcement of the Mines and 
Quarries Acts. 

Part III. Output :—General report and statistics relating to 
output and value of the minerals raised in the United Kingdom, 
the amount and value of the metals produced, and the exports and 
imports of minerals. 

Part IV. Colonial and Foreign Statistics :—Statistics relating to 
persons employed, output, and accidents at mines and quarries in 
the British Colonies and in foreign countries. 

The first three parts will appear in order as early in the year as 
the returns which they contain can be collected, tabulated, and 
digested. Part IV. will necessarily appear late in the year, ata 
date when it is possible to give the mineral production of the 
colonies and of most foreign countries for the preceding year. 

For further particulars as to the history of these publications, 
and as to the reasons for their amalgamation, reference should be 
made to the preface to the General Report and Statistics for 1897. 

The present statement shows that the output of coal in the 
United Kingdom, in the year 1898, was 202,054,516 tons. This 
compares with an output in the year 1897 of 202,129,931 tons. 

2. Suez Canal. Returns of Shipping and Tonnage 1896, 1897, 
and 1898 (Commercial No. 4, 1899). In continuation of * Com- 
mercial No. 4, 1898.” (C. 9240.) Price 14d. 

This is an annual return showing the navigation passing through 
the Suez Canal in the year 1898, as compared with that of the 
two previous years 1896 and 1897. 
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The net tonnage for the past year shows an increase of 
1,339,230 tons as compared with that of 1897, and of 678,320 
tons as compared with that of 1896. 

The amount of dues has risen proportionately from 72,830,545 
francs in 1897 to 85,294,769 francs in 1898, being an increase of » 
12,464,224 francs. 

The receipts are higher than in any previous year since the 
opening of the Canal, the nearest approach being in 1891, when 
they amounted to 83,422,101 francs. 

The number of vessels which passed through the Canal was 
8,409 in 1896, 2,986 in 1897, and 3,503 in 1898, of which 2,162 
in 1896, 1,905 in 1897, and 2,295 in 1898 carried the British flag. 

The tonnage of British vessels has also increased, having risen 
from 5,817,768 in 1896 and 5,319,136 in 1897 to 6,297,743 tons 
in 1898. During the same period, the tonnage of German vessels. 
has also increased from 806,279 tons in 1896 to 858,685 in 1897 
and 969,597 tons in 1898. 

The percentage of British vessels and their tonnage in 1898 was 
65°5 and 68:2 respectively as against 63°8 and 67:3 in 1897. 
There has been a slight decrease in the percentage of German, 
French, Dutch, and Norwegian vessels, while there is a small 
increase in the percentage of Japanese vessels. 

The shipping is divided into the various classes of merchant 
vessels, mail steamers, war ships and transports, Government 
chartered vessels, and vessels in ballast. Of 2,623 merchant 
vessels and vessels in ballast, of a net tonnage of 6,732,462 tons, 
passing through the Canal, 2,007 ships, of a net tonnage of 
5,347,573 tons, were British, being fully 76°5 per cent. of the 
number and more than 79°4 per cent. of the tonnage ; 244, or 9°3 
per cent., were German vessels, whose tonnage was 9°9 per cent. 
of the whole ; France, Holland, and Norway combined furnishing 
a total of 7-9 per cent. of the vessels and 6:1 per cent. of the 
tonnage of the carrying trade to the Hast through the Suez Canal, 

In the ten years 1888-97, the annual net tonnage ranged from 
6,640,834 tons to 7,899,373 tons, and the transit receipts from 
64,832,275 francs to 72,830,545 francs. The average of the net. 
tonnage was 7,733,120 tons; and of the transit receipts 73,080,683. 
francs; while in 1898 the net tonnage amounted to 9,238,603 
tons, and the transit receipts to 85,294,769 francs. ‘The mean net 
tonnage per vessel also rose from 1,930 tons in 1888 to 2,637 tons 
in 1898, being 126 tons per vessel in excess of 1896 but 8 tons 
less than in 1897. 

The mean duration of passage for all vessels navigating the 
Canal amounted to 18 hours 2 minutes in 1898 as compared with 
17 hours 44 minutes in 1897. In 1898 the percentage of vessels 
navigating by night was 94 per cent., as against 95 per cent. in 
1897. 

The percentage of vessels drawing less than 25 feet has risen 
from 59°7 in 1897 to 61°4 in 1898, while vessels drawing more 
than 23 feet decreased from 40°3 in 1897 to 38°6 in 1898. 
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The maximum draught allowed for vessels passing through the 
Canal is 25 feet 7 inches, and 374 vessels, drawing more than 24 
feet 7 inches, used the Canal, as compared with 391 in 1897, 360 
in 1896, and 228 in 1895, representing a percentage of 6°7 in 
1895, 10°6 in 1896, 13-0 in 1897, and 10°7 in 1898. 

3. Emigration and Immigration. Statistical Tables relating to 
Emigration and Inimigration from and into the United Kingdom in 
the year 1898, and Report to the Board of T'rade thereon. (188.) 
Price 64d. 

These are the usual tables relating to the emigration and immi- 
gration of the United Kingdom, together with the report thereon, 
which are prepared and issued annually by the Board of Trade. 
The present issue gives the details for the year 1898 with com- 
parative tables for previous years. The information given is, 
grouped as usual in two divisions, Part I. relating to the move- 
ment to which the words “emigration” and “immigration” 
were originally restricted in this annual return, that of persons 
going to and coming from countries out of Europe; and Part II. 
continuing the statistical information, which has now for some 
years been published by the Board, as to passenger intercourse 
between the United Kingdom and the Continent of Europe. 

A Memorandum subjoined to this Report gives an account of 
the various sources from which the Department has obtained the 
information used in compiling these tables. 

The figures show that in 1898, as in 1897, there was a decrease 
on comparison with the preceding year in the passenger traffic 
with countries out of Europe, but an increase in the Continental 
traffic. The net effect of the whole traffic last year was an outward 
movement from this country of about 36,000 persons, a decrease 
of over 4,000 as compared with the corresponding figures for 1897. 

4. Reports by Her Majesty’s Representatives Abroad on the 
sustem of Tenure of Dwelling Houses in the Countries in which they 
yeside. Commercial No. 8, 1899, in continuation of Commercial 
No. 36, 1884. (0.9236). Price 2d. 

The present return contains the replies to a circular addressed 
by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to Her Majesty’s 
Representatives in Austria-Hungary, Baden, Bavaria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Greece, Hesse-Darmstadt, Italy, 
Netherlands, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
Servia, Spain, Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, and Turkey, 
asking to be furnished with a Report showing the ‘changes which 
have taken place in the system of tenure of dwelling-houses in 
the various countries in which they reside since the publication of 
the reports contained in Parliamentary Paper No. 36, 1884, and 
directing them to furnish information on the points embraced in 
the inclosure to Earl Granville’s circular of the 24th April, 1884, 
for the information of Parliament. 

5. Railway Accidents. Returns of Accidents and Casualties as 
reported to the Board of Trade by the several Railway Companies in 
the United Kingdom during the year ending 31st December, 1898, 
in pursuance of the Regulation of Railways Act, 1871, 34 and 35 
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Vict., Cap. 78 ; together with Reports of the Inspecting Officers of 
the Railway Department to the Board of Trade upon certain 
accidents which were inquired into. (0. 9260.) Price 33. O}d. 

This is an annual statement issued by the Railway Department 
of the Board of Trade. It shows that the number of persons 
killed and injured on railways in the United Kingdom in the 
course of public traffic, during the twelve months ending 31st 
December, 1898, as reported to the Board of Trade, was as 
follows :—

In addition to the above, the Railway Companies have reported 
to the Board of Trade, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the 
Regulation of Railways Act, 1871, accidents which occurred upon 
their premises, but in which the movement of vehicles used 
exclusively upon railways was not concerned. In this class of 
accidents 80 persons were killed and 9,748 injured. 

Thus the total’ number of personal accidents reported to the 
Board of Trade by the several Railway Companies during the 
twelve months amounts to 1,259 persons killed and 16,091 injured. 

6. Coal Tables. Statement showing the Production and Ccn- 
sumption of Coal and the Number of Persons employed in Coal 
Production in the Principal Countries of the World, in each year 
from 1883 to 1897, as far as the Particulars can be stated ; together

The present return is the fifth number of the Annual State- 
ment which has been prepared in the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade showing the production and consumption of 
coal, and the number of persons employed in coal production in 
the principal countries of the world. 

The statistics given in previous numbers of these tables have 
been continued in the present issue to the end of the year 1897, 
that year being the latest for which it has been practicable to 
obtain the required information in a form sufficiently complete to 
be commented on in the return. Some of the tables annexed to 


‘the report include figures for 1898; these are, however, stated to 


be in all cases provisional figures, subject to rectification, and being 
incomplete and fragmentary are not commented upon; and 
although they are included in the tables annexed to the present 
report, they are to be taken as provisional only. 

or convenience of comparison, summaries are prefixed to the 
detailed statements relating to each country. Such summary 
tables give the “total quantity and value of the coal produced in 
the various countries of the world,” “the average value per ton 
of the coal produced,” and “ the total quantity remaining for home 
consumption in the various countries,” together with ‘“ the amount 
of coal consumed in each country per head of population,” and the 
percentage proportion of coal consumed, whether of native 
produce, of British produce, or the produce of other countries. 

Detailed statements for the several countries and colonies are 
given, showing first, the coal production of each, and its average 
value per ton, the estimated number of persons employed in coal 
production, and the estimated quantity produced per person 
employed ; secondly, the total amount of the coal consumed in 
each country, as well as the amount consumed per head of 
population; and, thirdly, the amount of coal consumed, dis- 
tinguishing (1) the home production; (2) the produce of the 
United Kingdom ; and (3) the produce of other countries. __ 

7. Trade and Shipping of Africa. (With Maps and Statistical 
Tables.) (C.922). Price 1s. 6d. 

In the introduction to the present return by the Board of Trade 
it is stated that the accompanying report is a reprint, with addi- 
tions, of articles which have appeared from time to time in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal,” dealing with the trade and shipping of 
Africa. To the data contained in these articles have been added 


. further particulars relating to the railways, shipping, and economic 


condition generally, of the various divisions of the African continent 
and Madagascar, thus bringing the information up to the latest date. 
The information has been obtained from reports issued by the 
Foreign Office, the India Office, the Colonial Office, and the 
Admiralty, from the reports of foreign consuls, and from official 
and semi-official foreign publications. 
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The subject matter is divided into six parts :— 

I. North Africa—i.e., Morocco, Spanish Guinea, Algeria, Tunis, 
Tripoli and Egypt. 

II. South Africa—i.e., the British Colonies of the Cape of Good 
Hope, Natal, &c., the South African Republic, the Orange Free 
State, and the German South-West African Protectorate. 

Ill. Hast Africa—i.e, Erythrea, Somaliland, Abyssinia, British 
East Africa (including Zanzibar and Pemba), German East Africa, 
Portuguese East Africa, and British Central Africa. 

IV. West Africa—i.e., the British, French, Portuguese and 
German Colonies on the West Coast north of the Equator, and the 
Republic of Liberia. 

V. Central Africa (Foreign)—i.e., the Portuguese Colonies on 
the West Coast south of the Equator, French Congo, and the 
Congo Free State. 

VI. Madagascar. 

In most cases, and whenever practicable, the values of the import 
and export trade of the various territories are show n, the figures 
being for the latest years for which trustworthy statistics are 
available. The tonnage of the shipping at the different ports, 
distinguishing, as far as possible, British and foreign, the latest 
information as to railways and other means of communication, and 
remarks on the special industries of the various districts, are 
included. Tables are appended, showing not only the total trade 
between the United Kingdom and the whole of Africa, but also 
the value of the import and export trade in the principal articles 
between this country and the various divisions of the African 
continent and Madagascar, in each of the years comprised in the 
period 1893-1897. ‘These tables have been compiled from the

In it Mr. Worthington 
enters very fully into the import trade of the country, the Customs 
administration, and the national industries, &c.
